JUGGLES WITH THE RECORD. 
Supreme Court Asked to Invéstigate 
Action of Its Dilatory Clerk.

Christopher Mamer, clerk of the Supreme 
court of Illinois, was charged yesterday by 
the Citizens’ association with having u 
the power of his office to keep John A. Cooke 
from prison. 

The accusation was embodied in a caustic 
letter written for the purpese of laying the 
information formally before Chief Justice 
John P. Hand. An investigation was asked, 
not only to dispose of the charges themselves, 
but fn the interest of the good name of the 
court. 

Mamer is declared to have held back the 
mandate of the court directing that sentence 
be carried out and Cooke sent to the Joliet 
penitentiary to serve his term for the stealing 
of public funds while clerk of the Circuit 
court of Cook county. 


McReynolds In, Cooke Ont. 

The Supreme court refused simultaneous- 
ly to interfere either in the case of George 
g. McReynolds or that of Cooke. The man- 
date in the McReynolds case was received 
in Chicago ten days ago and McReynolds 
went to Joliet a week ago, 

The Cooke mandate has not come yet, The 
delay is said to have been used by Cooke's 
lawyers in perfecting a method of getting 
the case into the United States Supreme 
court. Application for a writ of superse- 
deas before some justice of the Supreme 
court is expected by the state’s attorney's 
office. Such a writ would halt all action in 
the state courts and give time for maneuvers 
in the federal courts. 

State's Attorney Healy, however, said dur- 
ing the day that he believed Mamer would 
hasten to have the mandate here by tomor- 
row, and that e might be in Joliet be- 
fore any other means of delay could be 
contrived. 


Text of Letter to Hand. 

The letter of the Citisens“ association is as

Santa Fe President Says People Are 
with Carrier. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 4—A sweeping 
‘denial of the charges by officers and coun- 
sel, and more particularly by President up- 
ley of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé 
railroad, upon the government and the court 
in connection with the fining of that road 
$330.000 for granting rebates, is contained in 
a letter to President Roosevelt, made pub- 
lic today by Attorney General Bonaparte. 

‘The charges are denounced as unfounded 
and unjustifiable, and insofar as Mr. Rip- 
ley’s statements affecting the trial judge 
are concerned, it is stated they “ constitute 
unwarrantable reflections upon a judicial of- 
ficer respecting the discharge of his duties 

Some of the Charges. 

Mr. Ripley’s statement is quoted at length. 
In it he alleges that the Santa Fé investiga- 
tion was a general inquisition,.“ that the 
proceedings were “frivolous and vexatious, 
and originated in ill will toward the com- 
pany.” 

Mr. Bonaparte tells in detail how the re- 
bates were given by the railroads, as shown 
from the court record, and concludés his let- 
ter as follows: 

It has been the consistent policy of the 
department to discourage, and, so far as 
possible, prevent newspaper controversies 
between its subordinates and those whose 
enmity they might incur through the faith- 
ful discharge of their public duties, and its 
course m this instance has been in accord- 
ance with this policy.

Patient’s Life Términates as He Denies 
Being Seriously III. 


Lewis Cass Robinson, for fifteen years a 
proofreader on Tue Trrpunm, died yesterday 
while a physician held a stethoscope to his 
heart counting its puleations. The physi 
Mterally heard him die. Death seems ali the 
more peculiar by reason of the fact that Mr. 
Robinson did not consider himself Hl. He be- 
lieved his heart was strong and had said he 
never suffered a severe headache or pain in 
his life. : 

He was at his work as usual yesterday 
morning, and continued on until 11 o’clock, 
when he remarked to those near by that he 
felt strange pains around his chest and in 
his arms. They grew worse, and at noon he 
was induced to visit the office of Dr. Frank 
J. Stewart in the Champlain building. 


Dies While Denying Disease. 
The physician listened through a stetho- 
scope and noted the flighty condition of the 
heart. It first beat rapidly, then slowly and 
was at times normal. He was continuing the 
examination with a view to ascertaining the 
kind of treatment to be applied when the 
pulsation stopped and Mr. Robinson fell over 


dead. 

The physician was discussing with Mr. 
Robinson the peculiar action of his heart, 
but the latter did not seem particularly 
worried and was in the midst of a sentence 
replying to the physician when both his heart 
and tongue stopped. 

Dr. Claude G. Forester, who has offices tn 
the same building, was summoned and for 
twenty minutes the two medical men worked 
to reyive him. The body was taken to Jor- 
dan’s undertaking rooms, 14 Madison street, 
and the inquest will be held tomorrow.

WEDDING STORY IS DENIED. 


Mme. Gould’s Counsel Issues State - 
ment, but Rumor Lives. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO, TRIBUNE.) 

. PARIS, Jan. For the first time since he 
was divorced Count Boni de Castellane this 
morning called at the manston of his former 
wife in the Avenue Bols de Boulogne.

LIKES SPIRIT OF AMERICAN. 


“Live and Let Live“ Policy Impresses 
Departing Diplomat. 


Ban Francisco, Cal., Jan. .4.—[Special. }}— 
Vigcount Aoki. Japanese ambassador to 
America, was given a banquet at the St. 
Francis hotel tonight. It waa a farewell 
honor to the oriental diplomat, who will em- 
bark on Tuesday for Tokio. 

The viscount was introduced by C. H. 
Bentley, who touched upon the labor riote 
and anti-Japanese feeling on the coast. He 
expressed gratitude that the governments of 
the two countries weed composed of men 
who were not to be deceived by the exhibition 
of rioting and disorder by lawless elements 
and declared that this was not typical of the 
feeling of the people of San Francisco toward 
the Japanese, much less that of the American 
people as a whole. 


Ambassador Aoki said that the debt of 


gratitude of Japan to America was so great 
that no isolated cases of complaint could 
ever dissipate it. He reéchoed the friendly 
assurance the emperor of Japan is reported 
to have sent to President Roosevelt through 
Secretary of War Taft.

Wife May Not Testify. 
. Since the announcement that Anthony 
Comstock, head of the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice, would be called as one of 
the principal new witnesses for the defense, 
the rumor has once more gained circulation 
that Mrs. Evelyn Nesbit Thaw will not take 
the stand; the theory being that Comstock’s 
testimony will indicate that Thaw had heard 
regarding Stanford White and thus relieve 
the wife from repeating her remarkable 
story. It was again authoritatively stated 
today, however, that young Mrs. Thaw will 
be 3 upon as the chief witness. 

In view of the importance which is now be- 
ing attached to the testimony of Anthory 
Comstock, it is interesting to recall what 
Thaw himself said in regarde to his appeal 
to the vice society’s head. Dr. Britton D. 
Evans, inventor of the brainstorm branch 
of insanity, gave the words to the jury at the 
first trial. The allenist was.recounting the 
details of a visit paid by him to Thaw in the 
Tombs prison not long after the „cer. 


Thaw’s Charge White. 

Referring to Stanford White at this time, 
he declared Thaw said: 

“I never wanted to shoot that creature; I 
never wanted to kill him. I knew that he 
was a sinful creature, and that he was de- 
flowering the diughters of mothers and fa- 
thers of America.\ I did want, through legal 
means, to bring him to trial, I wanted to 
bring him to a court, so that his criminal 
doings might be brought up to the public, 
and that he might be bsought to justice and 
suffer for that which he had been doing.“ 

**I know, but it did not result that way,” 
suggested Dr. Evans. 

“No,” replied Thaw. “ Providence took 
charge of the situation. That was an act of 
Providence. Had it deen my judgment! 
would have preferred for him to have suf- 
fered the humiliaticn and all that comes 
from laying this matter—his doings—before 
a court and the Fublie. The shooting of a 
man is an easy proposition, I think. Any- 
body can take a gun and shoot. I wanted, by 
legal processes, to bring him to justice, but 
this act of Providence came in and settled 
the matter in its own way.“ 


Jerome Would Not Act. 

What did you do?” asked Dr. Evans, to 
bring this matter before the public?“ and 
Thaw replied: 

“I went to Mr. Comstock; I went to Mr. 
Jerome; I went to a detective agency, and 
they reported back to-me. Mr. Jerome said 
I had better let it drop; that there was noth- 
ing in it, but the detective agency said they 
would work further an it, but did not bring 
any report which Warranted me or enabled 
me to bring action against Stanford White 
in a court of law.“ 

A dramatic feature of this trial which did 
not appear in the previous one will be the 
testimony of Ida Vera Simonton, an actress, 
who has a knowledge of facts believed to 
be damaging to Thaw, and makes no secret 
of her enmity toward him. During the first 
trial Miss Simonton was in Africa. The 
defense stands ready to make an effort to 
impeach her testimony. 

Mrs. C. J. Holman, mother of Evelyn 
Thaw, will again be conspicuous, it is ex- 
pected. She aided the prosecytion in the 
first trial, but it is rumored she has under- 
gone a change of heart.

English Baronet to Go Where 


White Man Never Trod. 


REAL SOLDIER OF FORTUNE, 


Chief Parpose Is to Shoot Big Game 
Which Abounds Near African Desert. 


[FOREIGNC ONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 


LONDON, Dec. 27.—Your genuine soldier 
of fortune usually ia a shy, modest indi- 
vidual, woefully lacking in self-appreciation. 
As a rule one finds him totally unlike the 
mental picture one has formed of him. ’ 

Sir Claude Champion de Crespigny, who, 
after forty years of dare devil recklessness, 
is preparing at 65.for a dash across the hith- 
erto unexplored Kalahari desert of South 
Africa, proves no exception to the rule. 
He has had more narrow escapes than he has 
inches of stature to boast of, yet when I met 
him at his London club by appointment to 
put together some kind of a connected story 
of his wonderful career, he opened up with 
the amazing assertion that he didn’t think 
he had anything of interest to tell. This from 
a veteran who probably is the best example 
in England of the man who lives for adven- 
ture alone, and who, in the comparative 
quiet of Engl life, is like a duck out of 
water. 

Just why Sir Claude should risk his life 
in crossing the Kalahari desert is not plain. 


He does not know himself. Probably it is 


because it has baffied all the attempts that 
heretofore have been made to explore it. 
No white man ever has reached the central 
regions, and the prospect of hitherto untasted 
adventures lures the intrepid spirit of this 
English baronet. The practical nonexistence 
of water in this second “death valley 
does not deter him. Quite the opposite, for 
it seems to add sest to the trip. It formed 
the point of a’ jest from his lips when he 
mentioned it. 
“I don’t mind admitting.“ he said, as he 
outlined his plans, that my chief interest 
in seeing the famous Kalahari desert is not 
exploration. I will leave that end of the 
business to Maj. J. R. Scott, late of the 
Third hussars, who will accompany me. We 
will have a third member, but the man we 


have in mind has not yet been sounded, and 


so I am not at liberty to mention his name. 
But I go primarily for big game shooting. 


Six Hundred Mile Jaunt. 


“The date of the departure has not been 
decided yet, but it will be some time next 
spring. We shall start from Palachwe at 
the eastern margin of the desert, work due 
east for about 200 miles, and then south- 
wards to the junction et the Nosob and the 
Molopo rivers. The total distance covered 
will be something like 600 miles. 

“The fact that a large portion of the 
desert ie waterless will, of course, make prog- 
reas slow. We shall use camels which 
are known to thrive on the borders of this 
peculiar region. Water posts will be estab- 
lished in chosen places and supplied from 
previous posts by means of camel transport. 
We do not expect to make more than ten 
miles a day, so you see the full trip across 
the desert will take us all of two months.“ 

He has crossed the North sea in a balloon 
and thereby captured the gold medal of the 
Balloon society; he is the on?y white man who 
successfully has swum the narrow gut of the 

t cataract of the Nile; he has escaped 
from the coils of a python, cheated the sharks 
at Bermuda for the entertainment of a party 
of friends, and he has been lost and found in

He bas served in the navy, and not content 
with five years thus devoted to his country 
he served another term in the army. He also 

aged to get into the danger zone as a War 
eee octent in the expedition up the Nile 
in 1870. Between fights this pugnacious baro- 
net filled in the time with expeditions to 

Africa, the Austrian Tyrol, and Florida on 
the trail of big game. When the South 
African war broke out he applied to Downing 
street fora billet. Red tape promised to keep 
him in until all the fun was over,“ 
as he phrases it. Growing impatient at the 
delay, he took passage to South Africa as a 

and „ he was more than 
a scout. 


eee in this capacity that 
he ran at Fe Dele ee 
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seven times, Prince Radziwill refused to be 
invalided home, but finally hastened to St.

Sir. Claude, when Lord Roberts issued his 
now famous manifesto declaring the war at 
an end, brought his eldest son, who was 
dangerously wounded after twice winning 
the D. S. O., home to England to recuperate. 

When a real first class war is not at hand 
Sir Claude does not scruple about using a 
small punitive expedition as an excuse for 
fighting. So when the expedition under Maj. 
Pope Hennessy was sent out against the 
Sotics in Last Africa the baronet, through 
inftuence and his reputation as a slayer of 
big game,obtained permission to accompany 
it as a hunter. 


Faces Poisoned Arrows. 


“This fighting,” said Sir Claude in telling 
me of his experience, was really my first 
experience with the poisoned arrow. The 
Sotics numbered about 5,000, we figured, and 
used the deadly arrow almost entirely. Al- 
though I was never hit by one of them, I 
had many narrow escapes. I guess my time 
hadn’t come yet. 

It was after the successful conclusion of 
this expedition that I became the guest of 
Sir Donald Stewart at Nairobi. I did some 
big game shooting and some steeplechase 
riding. In my youth I had won the Grand 
National of India, and_here I had the pleas- 
ure of winning the Hast African equivalent 
of the Grand National.” 

Sir Claude’s swimming of the first cataract 
of the Nile is probably one of his most daring 
feats. it is also typical of the character of 
the man and his unbounded, though unob- 
trusive, confidence in himself. Although he 
is an athlete, constantly in trim, he never 
laid claim to being a swimmer of great pow- 
ers. He was watching the mad, chaotic 
whirl. of the waters of the cataract with a 
number of friends, when a party of natives 
stopped and spoke to them. Sir Claude asked 
if anybody had ever swum the gut, and one 
of the natives replied that it was impossible 
for a European and he who tried would sure- 
ly go under. Despite the objections of his 
friends Sir Claude pulled off his clothes and 
jumped in. To the astonishment of the na- 
tives he not only swam the gut but declared 
it to be “ fine exercise.’’ 


His Record Breaking Balloon Flight. 


The doughty Englisa baronet is the only 
living man who has the gold medal of the 
Balloon society. He won it twenty years 
ago for crossing the North sea in a bal- 
loon. He was the first man to accomplish 
the feat, and it remained unique until a few 
weeks ago, when the Daily Graphic bal- 
loon traversed the same route. 

Sir Claude’s journey was accomplished at 
a time when those who were venturesome 
enough to go up In a balloon were tonsidered 
foolhardy. He had made a previous attempt 
on June 10, 1882, but the start was a bad 
one and the basket was dashed against a 
brick wall. Sir Claude stuck out his leg to 
break the force of the contact, and his leg 
was broken in two places. The trip was 
then abandoned by him. 

The following year he secured the services 
of Simmons, a famous aecronant, who had 
made many ascents in the United States, and 
about 12 o’clock noon, July 80, a start was 
made. Sir Claude was warned not to at- 
tempt the trip, as pilot balloons which were 
sent up made it evident that the balloon 


tered a dense mist. They completely lost 
their bearings, but suddenly at the end of 
two hours came out of 

sunlight. The action of sun on the gas 
bag caused them to rise with astounding 
rapidity from 8,000 to 17,000 fest. The es- 
cape was opened immediately and with the 
loas of the gas they rapidly descended.

SUFFRAGETTES IN COURTS. 


Protest Against Females Being Tried 
by Man-Made Laws.

LONDON, Jan. 4.—Most reviewers of 1907 
emphasize the remarkable development in 
all phases of the “ woman’s cause.” The 
suffragette has been invented. The woman's 
movement has developed like a: volcano. The 
new nightingale, Tetrazzini, astonished Lon- 
don. A lady novelist has become almost 
wicked. Society women have learned pleas- 
ant truths from Dr. Reich and plain ones 
from Father Vaughan. 

The report of the employment department 
of the, London chamber of commerce says 
there is less demand for women clerks by 
business houses than formerly. It is ex- 
plained that women expect too much consid- 
eration, dislike being taken to task, and while 
quite as capable as men are always annoyed | 
if reprimanded for mistakes. 

Yesterday the suffragettes again invaded 
the London police courts to protest against 
the women being tried by man made laws. 
They were received in various ways by the 
choleric or amiable magistrates. The lord 
mayor, when interrupted, ordered sharply, 
“Turn that woman out.” A Bow street 
magistrate was equally brusque, saying 
Hold your tongue or else go outside” to 
a pretty A e She left smiling sweetly at 
him. One magistrate having heard the pro- 
test reminded the woman that he was obliged 
to administer the law as it stood. She ad- 
mitted that, but said it was her duty to pro- 
test in the courts till women received civic | 
righs. 

One malicious beak insisted on misunder- 
standing a suffragette and calling her as 
witness in a case. When she protested that 
she was not there for that purpose he told 
her to go out and never return. Nothing 
is funnier than the astonishment of the 
women prisoners during these disturbances 
in their behalf. 

Some interesting statistics have been col- 
lected regarding the amounts spent for to- 
bacco in various forms. Cigarets lead, as 
men and women spend yearly $75,000,000 for 
them. Forty-five million dollars’ worth of 
pipe tobacco is bought and 65,000, 000 worth 
of cigars.. Eighty per cent of the men smoke 
and 20 per cent of the women. The cigaret 
gradually has superseded even the Wee 
man's clay pipe. 


RED LIGHTS HASTEN GROWING. 


French Scientist Tells Results of Experi- 
ments on Plant Life—Blue Checks 
Maturity.

[BY CABLE TO THB CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

PARIS, Jan. 4.—Camille Flammarion, the 
scientist, has published the results of the 
remarkable experiments he has been con- 
ducting for the last two years to discover 
the effect of various lights on the growth of 
vegetation. He has a number of plants which 
were subjected to red, green, blue, and 
white light, the conditions otherwise being 
similar. The results were astdnishing. 
Under the effects of the red light certain 
vegetables, such as lettuce, grew fifteen 
times as fast as under the blue light: On 
the other hand, blue light has remarkable 
preservative powers. An oak tree, planted 
two years ago, kept its first leaves which now 
are as fresh and vigorous as when they first 
appeared. 

In -the same way ripe fruit can be kept 
fresh under a blue screen for twenty days 
without decay and a strawberry plant can 
be retarded from a similar period and then 
allowed to fructify. The experiments are 
expected to have a wide application for 


market gardening.

dale, who is now 77 years old. In accounting 
for such an attitude these aspirants quote 
the motto adopted by the first baron of 
Kedleston when, as George Nathaniel Cur- 
zon, he was raised to the Irish peerage: 
Let Curzon holde what Curzon helde.”’ 

Among the Irish peers who have an- 
nounced that they cannot vote for Lord Cur- 
gon are Earl Craven, Viscount Dillon, and 
Viscount Hawarden. One opponent calls at- 
tention to the fact that neither the duke of 
Abercorn nor Lord Londonderry, Lord Cur- 
gon’s sponsors, is Irish, either by birth or 
abode. 

Curzon Sure of Qualification. 

In response to various questions raised 
as to his qualifications Lord Curzon has just 
written a letter saying. Tou need not be at 
all disturbed by my eligibility to stand asa 
representative peer of Ireland. I have been 
an Irish peer for nine years, and there are 
no statutory qualifications or conditions at- 
taching to a candidate's election beyond the 
real fact. I did not accept the invitation to 
stand without satisfying myself on this 
point by reference to the highest authorities.“ 

Lord Curzon’s decisiep to obtain a seat in 
the house of lords recalls his effort many 
years ago to find a means of avoiding his

ROME, Jan. 4.—A criminal ass6ciation re- 
semblimg the Camorra Naples, Known as the 
Crusade, was recently discovered in Rome. 
Cases of stabbing and murder are frequent 
here and the criminals not only escape, but 
the motives of the crimes remgin a mystery 
to the police. 

A typical case was the recent murder ofan 
old shoemaker, who was stabbed in broad 
daylight. There was no clew to the mur- 
derer or the p ble object of the crime till 
the police discovered the old man had been 
on friendly terms with & young man who, a 
few years ago, was one of the worst char- 
acters in Rome, but now is married and liv- 
ing honestly. 

An investigation showed that the reforma- 
tion was due to the old shoemaker, who 
found him work and continually watched 
over him and kept him straight. 

It seems that the young man had been a 
member of the Crusade, which, deeming him 
a traitor, notified him that unless he re- 
joined the society the members would first 
murder the shoemaker and then him. The 
young man defied them and the shoemaker 
Was murdered the next day. 

The police arrested several of the mem- 
bers of the society and charged thém with 
murder, but there is no evidence and they 
probably will be acquitted.

The tariffs 
of the other roads cannot be prepared inside 
of a week, and unless special dispensation 
is given by the commission the Erie will 
have that much advantage. 


Extent. of Reduction Is a Secret. 

While the Erie officials are silent as to how 
much of a cut will be made, the impression 
prevails that the new rates between Chicago 
and New York will be $12 on first class and 
$8 on second-class. The present rates are 
$18 and $10 respectively, but the latter rep- 
resents a cut of $6 made on the second class 
rate in November. 

Some of the representatives of other lines 
have suggested that no attention be paid to 
these cuts; that they will hurt the Erie more 
if it is unable to handle the traffic on unre- 
munerative rates. It is not likely, however, 
that such a course will be followed

Bill Papke and Hugo Kelly failed to un- 
2 the middleweight ch onship knot 
t Milwaukee last Monday night. was 
— their fault, however, as they fought hard 
to get the matter straightened out. 
limit set for the contest, it was thought, 
wae long enough to decide which is the et- 
ter man, but at the end of the ten rounds 
the referee saw only an even break. The 
decision gives them a chance to engage in 
another heartbreaking contest. 
The battie was @ continuous performance 
of hard slugging and one of the bitterest ever 
seen in these parts. But that was antici- 


pated with a piece of fighting machinery like. 


Papke a contender. Bill is ignorant of fancy 
frills, such as sparring for openings. fancy 
eide stepping, neat and clever ducking. etc. 
All he knows of the fighting game is to fight, 
and the businesslike manner in which he goes 
about his task compels his opponents to keep 
pace with him or go down to defeat in a 
hurry. In Kelly he stacked up against the 
best ecienced and all around best fighter of 
his short career, a man who has fought the 


“best men tn the country in his division and a 


past master of all the essential points con- 
nected with the fighting part of the game. 
He met one not of the fancy kind, but of the 
fighting sort, clever in the requisite points 
of the art; a perfect ring general. from long 
experience, with a knack of slipping in a blow 
on the right spot when least expected. Such 
was the man the crude, unecienced, and 
rough and ready Spring Valley fighter was 
requested to cope with last Monday. 
— 


Close students of the game, especially those 
who’ had not paid much attention to Papke’s 
rapid strides to the front, could see only 
Kelly in this fight. They wefghed Hugo's 
long experience, science. judgment, coolness, 
and hitting powers against Papke's rough 
shod method of fighting, hisscience and ring 
experience. but they could not strike a bal- 
ance, His rushing tactics, they argued, 
would be stopped with straight lefts or by a 
clever clip on the jaw with the right. They, 
however. overlooked the fact Papke had 
bumped againat a number of clever hard 
hitting fightere, but they did not stop his mad 
rushes nor compel him to alter his slam-bang 
method of milling. 

In Kelly, it must be admitted, he met his 
most formidable opponent, but he did not 
take Hugo more seriously than he did others. 
He knew his abilities and cared naught for 
his opponent's. This he demonstrated direct- 
ly the gong brought them together for the 
opening round by. cutting loose with both 
hands. He.did not give Kelly time to spar 
for an opening. but compelled him to step 
about to avoid the wallops he was hurling at 
him from all known and unknown angles. 
Hugo covered, blocked, retreated, and moved 
into clinches until he could get a line on the 
cyclonic fighting demon before him. Bill 
gave no thought to Hugo's skill nor to his 
deadly and accurate right hand jolt, but kept 
on tearing off wallops at the rate of so many 
per second as if a wager depended on the 
number he had to cut loose with to win.

This rapid work sort of mesmerized Hugo 
at first; but his coolness and his ring experi- 
ence stood him in good stead, and before the 
spectators had recovered ftom the cyclonic 
speed with which Bill began proceedings 
they saw Kelly doing his best to keep pace 
with the downstate man. And later they 
were surprised to see Hugo slip one over hard 
enough to send Bill off his feet. That was 
in the initial round, and it was hard enough to 
give Papke a peek of the surroundings on 
Queer street.“ The peek coming thus early 
in the fray, made the Kellyites joyful. The 
milling was fierce, but they looked to see 
their man score an early victory. 

That was Kelly's best round, as the clip 
on the jaw neariy netted hima victory. Bill 
answered the call of the second sessicn as 
fresh and as full of fight as at the call for 
the initial round and tore into his man with 
the same viciousness and determination. 
Kelly would have preferred a short sparring 
epil, but the fighting demon before him 
would have none of it, and slashed away asiif 
the battle hinged on the result of the round. 
He did not give Hugo a moment's peace. His 
arms worked like windmills, and the busi- 
ness ends of his arms were fiying so fast and 
so thickly against Keily’s anatomy the lat- 
ter was at a loss as to how to avoid their 
connections. 

It was a furious session and only the ter- 
mination of it saved Hugo from a hurried de- 
feat. The next eight rounds were repetitions 
of the first two as regards fast milling, but 
there were stages during these sessions that 
Kelly looked a winner. Papke, however, in- 
variably held the upperhand, as he appeared 
a victor more often than did Hugo. The 
fast and terrific fighting and, it later was 
stated, trouble to train down to weight, 
caused Hugo to weaken. and it only was his 
coolness, his ring knowledge, and his game- 
neas that saved him from defeat. He man- 
aged to land enough hard blows to beat a ‘ess 
formidable opponent than Papke. The few 
times that he gained the uppérhand were 
short, as Papke sent in wallops from all sorts 
of angles and Kelly went wabbling and stag- 
gering all over the ring. 

It was. admitted by Kelly’s manager that 
Bill had a good shade, but Referee Hcgan 
took into consideration Papke’s butting tac- 
tics, which he figured offset his advantage. 
Kelly. if anything, showed the greater out- 
ward punishment, but Papke will remember 
for some time that he was in a fight. His 
right hand, his best, was put out of commis- 
sion early in the fray, but for which the re- 
sult might have been different. 

Kelly attributes his failure to win to his 
inability to train down to 154 pounds and 
retain his strength. He scaled several 
pounds below it, but he fretted it off and 

claimed he entered into the fray in a weak- 
ened condition. There are no reasons why 
his stafement should be questioned, but how 
about the reports which emanated from hig 
training camp that he was in perfect condi- 
tion and that he was making the weight nice- 
ly? Also the reports, also from his headquar- 
ters, regarding the amount of money that he 
and his personal friends would bet on the

Chicagoans Keep Busy. 

Chicagoans showed last week that they are 
keeping up with their reputation for doing 
something on New Year’s when the birth of 
1908 was celebrated in a unique manner—by 
century driving. There were two parties, 
one made up of owners of Ford runabouts, 
and the other a single car effort on the part 
of the Locomobile people. 

The Ford century attractedithirteen people, 
who drove around the Elgin-Aurora course 
in six cars. The start was made a few min- 
utes after midnight from the Chicago Auto- 
mobile club, the party, led by Thomas Hay. 
going first to Elgin, where a 3 o'clock break- 
fast was enjoyed. Then it was a hike over 
to Aurora for another spread, prepared by 
C. M. Coates, then a dash home on the third 
leg of the triangle. In a way it was a re- 
markable run in that it was demonstrated to 
the public that the automobile is not a sum- 
mer toy, but a practical machine that runs 
the year round, and which can negotiate 
even country roads in the heart of winter. 
The roads were none too good, being frozen 
and rutty, which, coupled with the fact that 
two-thirds of the journey was negotiated in 
darkness, made the Ford brigade proud of 
the trip. It took six hours actual running 
time to make the century, and outside of two 
punctures, there was not one case of trouble 
reported, 


Leiser Drives 260 Miles. 

Fred Leiser was more ambitious. He wag 
out to do a double century in a Locomobile 
and chose for his route the course to South 
Bend and back. However, he lost the road 
near Chesterton and went sixty miles out 
of his way. When he finished at 1 o’clock that 
afternoon his odometer showed 260 miles.

The solution of the 
delicate problem was the establishment ot a 
bank restaurant at which employés were 
served meals without charge.

The bank employé is 
not an earl¥ riser. He is more likely to eat a 
late breakfast than is any other class of 
salaried employé in the downtown district. 
If he has eaten an 8 o'clock breakfast he 
isn’t ready for an 11 o'clock luncheon. But 
he has to go. He accepted his position with 
the bank on these terms. By 2 o’clock the 
last relay of the 600 is fed, but the 11:30 and 
even the 12 o'clock shifts frequently are not 
hungry. 


Field’s 1 at Cost. 

Marshall Field’s conduets a luncheon room 
on the tenth floor, degigned for the comfort 
and convenience of guch employés as find 
convenience and cheapness worth while. 
Under ordinary circumstances the clerks in 
the store have an hour for luncheon, and 
they are privileged to eat wherever they 
will. But 60 per cent of the employés of the 
house patronize the house restaurant. 

To meet the needs of the employés who 
might wish to avail themselves of the house 
luncheon was the object at Field’s, It grew 
out of the fact that hundreds of the/small 
clerks and messengers were in the habit of 
bringing their luncheons to the store. This 
made it necessary that some portion of the 


luncheons. A cold luncheon out of box or 
bag could be improved immensely: by a cup 
of hot coffee, tea, or chocolate. The rest was 
easy. : 

To establish a luncheon place where em- 
ployés might purchase at actual cost this 
midday meal was the solution. To this end 
plain tables were set on the tenth floor, with 
paper napkins and plain tableware all 
through. Ornamentation of any kind was 
omitted, all giving way to cleanliness and 
quality in the food. 

To meet the needs of the employée choos- 
ing to eat in the house restaurant wall bills 
of fare are placed above the service counters 
in the caféteria, and no dish listed costs 
more than 5 cents. From 5 cents for meat 
dishes the prices range down to 1 cent for 
the small luxuries which may be accessories 
to complete a luncheon sandwich brought 
from home.

Lunchroom for 8,000 Workers. 

Quite another phase of the feeding prob- 
lem confronted the house of Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. in establishing a plant for the em- 
ployment of 7,000 to 8,000 persons on the 
far west side. The site was far ‘removed 
from restaurant districts where these people

Pays Only Indirect Profit, 


In the evolution of the employ¢’s luncheon f 


in thie house a wider need became apparent. 
Many empleyés of the house found rooms 
in the residence neighborhoods within easy 
walking distance. But they had the prob- 
lem of breakfast and dinner to solve and the 


house reached out further, serving breakfast | 
and dinner in the plant restaurant. The. 


clerk renting a room in the neighborhood 
may get an eighteen meal ticket for $2.50 or 


a twenty-one meal ticket, including the un- 


day dinner, for $8 a week. While the aver- 
age number of employés at midday luncheon 
is about 6,500, another 1,000 eat breakfast 
and dinner also in the house restaurant. 

The idea in establishing the restaurant was 
that it should pay for itself, It hae not done 
so—not within itself. But on the distinct 
business principle that ea well nourished 
worker gives better service because of good 
meals, the restaurent venture is considered 
a success. In the two years that it has been 
running it haw served as a model @xhibition 
for several institutions that purpose adopt- 
ing the house restaurant plan. 

The neweet and probably most elaborate of 
all the Chicago experiments in feeding office 
employés the midday meal has just been 
instituted in the new fifteen story building 
of the Internationel Harvester company at 
Michigan avenue end Harrison street. This 
experiment probably is more expreasive of 
a trend in modern business than are any of 
the other experiments cited. 

s °s 
Not Required to Patrone. 
To some extent the Harvester building is 
out of easy reach of the restaurant of good 
grade. The executive and general offices of 
the company are In this building, and as a 
whole the clase of men employed compare 
with those of the First National bank; but 
with the difference that there is no particu- 
lar reason for harvester men to keep close to 
desks at the noon hour. Thus while the 
whole fifteenth floor of the Harvester bulld- 
ing is devoted to the employés’ restaurants, 
rest rooms, and smoking rooms, there is 
nothing in the nature of requirement that 
they be patronized. 

There ate 600 employés of the Harvester 
company in the new building. One hundred 
of these are women clerks and stenogra- 
phers.¢ Just across Michigan avenue are the 
reaches of Grant park and from thé restau- 
rant floor Lake Michigan Mee etretched to 
the horizon. The café and the women's rest 
rooms occupy the lake side of the building; 
the cafeteria and lunch counter front north 
and south. 

The café overlooking the lake is equipped 
and decorated in first class style. It has a 
roominess and airiness impossible to.the res- 
taurant on the street level downtown. The 
luncheon bill of fare is handsomely printed 
and its prices are perhaps 25 per cent cheap- 
er than could be expected of a like grade of 
restaurant run for profit on the street. As 
an indication of the charges In general, a 
‘girloin or porterhouse steak, with mush- 
rooms, is served for 60 cents; plain for 45 
cents. The one regulation as to the café is 
that no luncheon under 25 cents will be served 
in that room. 

* 0 \ ; 
Company Looks for Profit. 

But In the cafeteria and at the lunch coun- 
ter any dish is served singly or as desired, 
the charges for the chief dishes being under 
the charge that would obtain at a good place 
in the street. Every day 400 employés get 
their meals in the building, and, while the 


company conducts the restaurants on a cost 


basis it is prepared to find distinct profit in 
the venture, 

This profit hae been conaidered in several 
phases. In the café where the higher classé 
of employés is likely to eat a telephone ie at 
each table, through which the employé may 
reach his own desk or be reached from it 
in an emergency. H he desiree he may call 
up the restaurant, order his luncheon, and 
be called to it at the moment it le ready. In 
the same way a party of employés with work 
or social relations in common may meet at 
a table at the same time to distues meal and 
interests at the same time. When the meal 
is dome a handsome smoking room awaits 
those Who care to smoke and lounge away 
the remainder of the hour: or downetsirs 
Across the street Grant park invites those 
who may wish to take the air. The luncheon 
hours are from 12 to 1:45 o'clock. 

These are some of the working experi- 
ments of large businesses in the feeding of 
employés. Everywhere’they are coneidered 
successful ‘innovations. They are innova- 
‘tions, too, at the present time. They may 
become matter of fact necessities within 
a few years.

Perjury in Signing Applications. 

At the same time, young men have been 
taking several kinds of risks in making ap- 
plications for these examinations. For ex- 
ample, a short time ago a young man who 
was required to weigh 125 pounds made affi- 
davit to his weight, but when stripped was 
discovered to have each of his shoes heavily 
lined with lead. In another cage the young 
man who made out the papers for exam- 
mation sent a friend who was better edu- 
cated to take the examination for him. In 
both cases the trickery was discovered and 
arrests were made, with strong chances that 
the conniving ones will receive two year 
sentences in federal prisons for thé offense. 

Any of these examinations are open te 


men and women who are citizens of the 


United’ States. Every department of c‘vil 
service is filled from these examinations in 


the federal building, the applicant for the 


examination appearing there for an appll- 


cation blank for the particular examination 


he wishes to take. He fills out this blank ac- 
cording to form and has it attested before a 
notary public, appearing for the examina- 


‘tion on the date set for the test. If he passes 


with an average of 70 on the points of this 
examination he is put upon the eligible lists 
the higher his record the higher he ranks in 
‘opportunity for place. 

Under ordinary conditions the age limit 
of applicants is between 18 and 45 years. In 
the postoffice service the male applicant must 
measure not less than five feet four inches in 
his bare feet and weigh not less than 128 
pounds. Similar requirements are made in 
other special branches of the government 
service, according to the work expected of 


‘the applicant.

Papers Marked in Washington. 


Whatever the subject upon which the appli- 
eant would pass, the examination papers are 
prepared in Washington and are forwarded 
under seal to the examiners in the federal 
building in Chicago, Papers are distributed 
in the classroom and 4 certain time is alowed 
for completion of the papers. These papers 
‘again are forwarded to Washington for 
marking, when, if the applicant passes, 
he is notified of his success and of his relative 
ee among the eligibles. 

Simo the Spanish-American war, the a- 
quirement of the Philippines, and the taking 
up of canal work on the Isthmus of Panema 
the government’s need of men in various 
lines of service has Increased markedly. The 
pure food laws have made many more places 
in the government service. 

On the isthmus alone competitive examina- 
tions are required of applicants for positions 
of clerks, bookkeepers, stenographers and 
typewriters, physicians, internes, nurses, and 
Graftemen. Salaries for these positions at 
the time of entrance are: Clerks and book- 
keepers, $100 a month; stenographers and 
typewriters, $125; physicians, $160; internes, 
$100; nurses, $60, with board and quarters; 
and draftsmen, $125. Most applicants pass- 
ing to these positions are appointed to the 
lowest grade at the entrance pay. Oppor- 
tunity to develop is ven and in the nature

Makes Water Fiying Machine. 

The revolution Ahe*Lqndoners would work 
With coal, however, is less amazing than that 
Which one, Peter Croper Hewitt, the in- 
yéntor. of New York; proposes for the water. 
He set out to build a flying machine and he 
ended by building a boat that is to cross the 
Atlantic in thirty hours» He applied his air- 
ghip ideas; to water transportation and 
evolved a scheme that will raise the giant 
hulls of liners.clear of the resistance of the 
Waves; yet resting on water planes so as to 
glide or skim exactly like an airship,oniy in 


The electricity would then be zup- 


hew a craft would lift were it provided with 
inclined planes made fast to its hull, .Many 
inventors strove for the prize, among them 
Raoul Pictet, whose inventions astonished 
the simple Swiss on the famous shores of their 
lakes. 

But all the water flying machines of that 
period were fatally deficient because of their 
weight. The fault is overcome by the gas- 
line motors of today, which leaves Mr. 
Hewitt with but one problem, that of the 
Propeller. And this it i» expected will be 
quite ¢urmounted ere long by the new meth- 
ods of ocean engineering. A boat with a 
speed of seventy miles an hour is already 
projected by Mr. Hewitt, who regards this 
as a step toward the still larger chaft which 
can bridge the Atlantic in a little over a day.

Power Problems Whole Thing. 

There is little in the world of invention and 
discovery that is as important as the prob- 
lems of power. That we shall find some prac- 
tical way of using the heat of the earth's In- 
terior for industrial purposes is the opinion 
of a number of men of science, of Prof. T. C. 
Mendenhall, formerly superintendert of the 
United States coast survey; of Prof. W. J, 
McGee, the geologist, and of Prof. William 
Halleck. of Columbia university. 

Prof. McGee declares that we shall some 
day Have artificial volcanoes, which we will 
control as we do the furnaces in our houses, 
employing them to furnish both heat and 
powér. They will operate our factories, run 
our street cars, and illuminate our cities. 
The cool crust’ of the earth is estimated by 
these men to bé thinner proportionately than 
the shell of an egg.

If the two pipes were sunk about fifty feet 
apart connection could be made between 
them by simultaneously exploding heavy 
charges of dynamite at their bases. The 
rocks would be so shattered that if the ex- 
plosions. were repeated it is thought the 
fissures would finally afford 6 channel de- 
tween the two pipes, If a smal) stream of 
water were to be diverted from a passing 
river into one of the pipes its water would fill 
the rocky crevices over two miles below and 
be converted into steam which would be 
forced up and out of the other pipe. The 
descending stream would exert a pressure of 
something like.

Sun Will Have to Work. 

The idea. of setting the sunlight to work 
direct is nearer immediate realization than 
the harnessing of earth's inner fires. It is, 
indeed, a fulfilled fact. Frank Shuman, a 
chemist of Philadelphia, has invented a solar 
engine. He has made a big hot box. it u 
a large wooden frame, eighteen by sixty 
feet, sunk into the ground and covered with 
4 double top of ordinary hothouse glass witn 
one inch fair space between the layers. 
Below this coating of glass are colled ron 
pipes painted black. It is from these that 
the power comes. They are filled with ether, 
which is connected with vapor in the hot box, 
passes through the engine, developing the 
engine's full power, thence again into the 
condenser, and back again into the hot box. 
In tropical climates water could be substi- 
tuted for ether. 

Mr. Shuman’s solar engine is so successful 


*that he is now working on a fifty horse power 


engine that is to be placed in Florida next 
spring. He also plans to erect large solar 


power plants at prominent shipping points 


like the isthmus of Panama, Havana the 
Suez canal, Mexico, and Cairo.

’ Ragine Never Yet Failed. 

When solar power shall be as fully devel- 
oped as steam power is now many delightful 
changes will be ushered into the industrial 
cénters. Perhaps chief among them will be 
the untainted atmosphere and quiet opcr- 
ation of the power plant. Mr. Shuman says 
of his engine: | 

"It is efficient and beautiful in its work 
aud thus far aas never falled for a single 
moment. Nor has it demanded any repairs. 
Ite simplicity is so pronounced that any boy 
can operate the mechanism.” There is noth- 
ing really new about soler power. Millions 
of doslars have been spent in the wrong 
direction and the experiments were, actual 
failures. Nearly all the previous attempts 
were based on the idea of concentrating 
the rays of the sun with the aid of mirrors 
or lenses on à boller, this boiler running an 
engine and the whole device requiring com- 
plicated clock movements. The solar fays, 
says Mr. Shuman, do not heat the atmos- 
phere to the same point as his hot box be- 
cause the sun only shines on the same at- 
mosphere half the time, The atmosphere 
ali the time is radiating heat into space. The 
winds and air currents equalize the tem- 
perature betweeen night and day, and be- 
tween the poles and the equator. 

In consequence we receive in the atmos- 
phere only an average temperature, which 
is suuiciently low to be beneficial to all forma 
of Ute. When the sun shines into his hot box 
the radiant heag- passes immediately 


through the glass on the blackened pipes, 


There is no circulation to allow the radia- 
tion of heat into space. The blackened sur- 
face converts the light into ordinary heat. 


Dust Causes Most Explosions; How Miners Lose Their Lives. 
By T. S. Ayers. 


HE deaths among the coal 3 by 
explosions have become so frequent 
and terrible that some of the states 
appear to be arousing enough to how 
some curiosity in regard to the causes 
which destroy hundreds of lives in a flash of 
flame. The telegrams always read. An- 
other mine horror caused by exploding gas.“ 
The Monongah coal mines No. 6 and No. 8 of. 
Fairmount, W. Va., were the worst destroy- 
ers this year, as the total of deaths was about 
400. 

It ts extremely difficult to decide the start - 
ing point of any explosion, as genera.ly all 
witnesses are dead, and the tremendous 
force of the explosion wrecks the interior of 
the mine. 

In these mines a trip of care were being 
hauled up the slope of No. 6 and had reached 
the knuckle, when a coupling broke and the 
cars rushed back down the slope, and in less 
than one minute afterward the explosicn 
belched out of the mouth of No. 6 mine, but 
without great force or damage, but at the 
mouth of No. 8, the farthest away, the ex- 
plosion was terrific, tearing every * to 
pieces.

Probably Caused by Dust.

An accident similar to this occurred {n the 
Rock Spring mines in Wyoming. The pecu- 
Har pert of a dust explosion is that at the 
starting point it is comparatively mild, but 
as it goes on it gains in force, power and 
speed, and when confined by walls its power 
is frresistible if it has enough material to 
_ supply its force, and in a mine chamber the 
, volume of air, rushing ahead of the sheet of 
fame stirs up every particle of dust accu- 
mutated on the timbers and props and on the 
floor as though by a jet of compressed air 
from a gigantic hose. the rushing flame 
behind burning it with increasing vigor and 
speed, leaving behind a mixture of gases 
with all the oxygen burned out, so unless the 
miner can get in some passage which was 
free from dirt and flame he drowns in these 


gases. 
At the point of ignition the température is 


not high, about 200 or 800 degrees, but the 
air begins to expand rapidly by the heat, 
so that the explosion wave in a little while 
is under considerable compression and the 
temperature rapidly runs up to 900 or 1,200 
degrees, and when much confined goes con- 


siderably beyond that, but it is just a wave of ~ 


fire and not a flame of any duration. 
It would be as if you had a pail of boiling 


water thrown over you at the start of the 


explosion, and as it went along and increased 
in compression and intensity It Would be as 
if you had molten metal thrown over you in- 
stead of water and the force of the explo- 
sion would toss you about as a leaf before a 
gale.

Theory of Dust Explosions. 

So little is known by the general public 
about dust explosions, and but little more by 
those who should know, that it is costing 
the country thousands of lives by the ignor- 
ance, and the carelessness which is based 
upon the ignorance, of causes, and the pre- 
ventives. 

Most people who read of dust explosions 
believe they occur with but a few extremely 
ee materials when in the powdered 
form, but it is*not just a few which cause 
treat explosions; anything burnable will do 
it under certain conditions. To have a dust 
explosion it is necessary to have finely di- 
vided particles of combustible material. sus- 
pended in the air, and the law which governs 
gas explosions controls this, as below a cer- 
tain proportion of air and dust it will not 
explode, and above a certain proportion it 
will burn quietly instead of exploding. 

The starting of an explogion is also gov- 
erned a great deal by the e beg in the 
atmosphere, and the humidity of the air. 
At times each atom of dust in the air u 
pulsating with its portion of electrical! en- 
ergy, and it thus takes but a small spark to 
start the whole mass Into a sheet of flame, 
and the starting. spark can come from 
many different causes in the electrical equip 
ment or from the blasting. 

When there is a low barometer and the als 
is heavy with moisture the air pumped in 
the mines is so saturated that it loads the 
floating particles of dust with enough addi- 
tional weight so it is predipitated, thus less- 
ening the danger, and you will find as a rule 
that ar i ute hace tt ccs tad ila

Conditions Must Be Exact, 

An atmosphere of dust may be in contact 
with a sheet of flame without an explosion, 
because the precise conditions are not pres- 
ent, but the moment they arrive the flame 
shoots through the mass with ever increas- 
ing energy and the explosion follows. I saw 
@ building blown to pieces by dust. I was 
about 100 feet away and looking at it when 
there was a heavy roar and the roof went 


‘up and tbe sides out. After a careful inves- 


tigation I decided that the point of origin 
Wes close by the uninjured side, and the 
power of explosion grew in force as it went 


_farther away, as the advance blast gave it 


plenty of fuel. 


As to the material that will cause a dust ex-: 


plosiom: An oatmeal mill in Kansas City, e 
candy factory in New York, and the Wash- 
burn flour mills of Minneapolis in 1878 all ex- 
ploded from dust. The latter mill was strongly 
constructed of brick, so the explosion was 
confined until it got a tremendous energy 
and the mill was torn to pieces and every man 
in it was killed. In 1898 a flour mill at Litch- 
Held, II., that had cost over $1,000,000 blew 
up by the flour dust ae completely as though 
filled with dynamite Not a house in the 
town of 8,000 was uninjured and the expio- 
nion was heard twenty-five miles away. 

Dust explosions occur in woodworking 
plants, paper and starch milis, in candy fac- 
tories, sugar works, fabric milis, breweries, 
bark mills, rice and spice mills, and every- 
where when dust exists in large quantities 
from organic matter.

It is rare that a mine is ail charged with 
gas, but is more lfkely to be in chambers 
and pockets, and when that pocket is burned 
out the explosion. would stop, and the effect 
would be local were it not for the dust, and 
that which ig started as a gas explosion goes 
on as a dust explosion, to the entire destruc- 
tion of all that stands in the direct path of 
its forces, and when it goes through a long 
straight passage it has a blast as if from 
some huge gun, and in such passages men 
are often found torn to pieces, arms, heads, 
and legs blown off.

Death Rate Lower in Earope. 

In this country the deaths in coal mines 
have increased in the last ten years, while 
in Europe it steadily diminishes, and the 
direct cause ig that in this country the at- 
tention and law has been given to gas and 
methods of stopping gas explosions, and 
little or none to dust. Many of the mines 
in Europe have elaborate systems of clean- 
ing and sprinkling to control the dust, and 
when you control the dust you have deaths 
in groups from the gas explosions, not the 
destroying of an entire mine, and when you 
control both dust and gas you have but 
singie deaths from ordinary mining acci- 
de 

There is no excuse for deaths by mine ex- 
plosions of dust or gas. as every time it 
occurs it shows that the proper methods are 
not in use, or gross ignorance or careless- 
ness of those in charge, and if the true cause 
of all explosions was known it would prod- 
ably show that four out of five deaths were 
caused by dust.

Hair Dresser Needs Recruits. 


Chance for Girl to Learn. 


By Delia Austrian. 


ANY girls working fail to make good 
because they select lines of work 
already overcrowded with workers 
instead of seeking an occupation 
where the demand is greater than 


% the supply. 


‘Few oceppations for women afford more 
Pleasant employment and larger remunera- 
ton than shampooing; hair dressing, and 
manicuting. The great majority of wealthy 
‘women have their hair washed, brushed, or 
their nails manicured every week, and prob- 
ably not a third of the women in a large city 
attend to these things themselves. 

Many women have started by visiting a few 
customers, but in a few years their business 
has grown until they found it necessary to 
‘take an assistant or form a partnership. Not 
a few of these earn from $1,000 to $1,200a 
year. Others have branched out and rented 
etores, making twice and three times the 
amount. Some workers find it better to de- 
vote themselves to shampooing alone, others 
taink it better to learn the entire trade, im 
jluding heir dressing, hair work, and mani- 
curing. The washing and hair dressing may 
be learned in six months’ time. Three 
months more and about $15 will enable a gir! 
to learn everything, even to the manicuring.

How Is Sister's Hair? 

The following story well illustrates the 
point how one intelligent girl was successful 
because she did not try to follow in the 
tracks of friends. A few years ago thepres- 
ident of a western college was asking the 
girls who were about to be graduated what 
they expected to do. Finally he came to the 
brightest girl in the class and asked her 
what she expected to teach. The president 
was quite as horrified as the classmates 
when the independent young woman said 
point blank: 

“TI don’t intend to teach; I am going to 
do shampooing.” 

She afterwards explained that she believed 
too many girls were teaching, so she wished 
to try her luck at something else. She had 
learned to shampoo by practicing on her sis- 
In the beginning she only had a few 
customers and charged 25 cents a treat- 
ment. But her work was so satisfactory that 
she had 50 customers at the end of two years, 
and had to take an ag ie a to help her out. 


Office Giri Finds Health. 

Many a woman has found such work as 
teaching or bookkeeping too great a strain on 
her health, and has taken up shampooing. 
Her health has been benefited : and her income 
increased. 

One successful shampooer after graduating 
from the high school worked at bookkeeping, 
but she had not been employed two years 
wher the doctor insisted on her giving it up 
for something that would take her out into 
the alr. She was not strong enough to begin 
any other work at once, so she studied sham- 
pooing, hair dressing, and manicuring. At 
the end of her apprenticeship the house 
where she had studied offered her a place 
But she wanted the exercise gained by going 
to customers. 

The first three months she barely made her 
expenses, but before she was in the business 
a year she was clearing $35 a week and 
sometimes more. Better still, her health is 
greatly improved. She herself says: 

“TI can hardly believe that I ever looked 
pate and thin. In going from one customer to 
another I always walk unless I am greatly 
pressed for time. Though I sometimes work 
until nearly 10, I rarely feel tired. The 
thought of working so Many hours does not 
worry me, for I am Ae own boss.”

THis same young woman has been offered 
a partnership in a hair store and a good offer 
in marriage, but she {s so devoted to her cus- 
tomers she cannot bear to give them up for 
the man or the store. 

Many women have suddenly been thrown 
on, their own*resources, and their training 
and experience limited them to the means 
of making a Hyellhood. They could afford 
the time and money necessary to the learn- 
ing of the business. Some six months ago a 
wealthy society girl in. New York discovered 
one day that her father had lost his entire 
fortune. Though the girl had studied many 
things, from fancy dancing to Italian, she 
‘Was not hem pe in any one thing 
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her to fall back on. 


to earn a living at it. Her parents objected 
to her working in a large retail house where 
their credit accounts had always soared into 
the thousands. She was ready to despair 
when the thought came to her like a flash 
her friends had always complimented her on 
the way she dressed her hair. 

This was the thing for her to do, and she 
was ready to begin without delay. Her par- 
ents objected, but she tried to show them 
that well to do girls were nurses, lawyers, 
doctors, and took up other work no less easy. 
She ‘studied six months, for she wished to 
learn every part of the work. Though her 
clientéle was small and modest at first, she 
made her reputation oh the marcel wave. 
She has so much to do she had to give up all 
the rest for hair dressing. Her income is 
such that she is able to maintain a handsome 
flat for her parents.

How Mother Raised Children. 

Another woman living in the west was left 
with two children and 5200. She had worked 
in a hair dressing establishment when a girl, 
and believed that this was the only work for 
She worked for three 
months in a hair store at $5 a week to get 
experience. Her apprenticeship over, she 
found a few customers, and by hard work and 
thrifty economy she managed to save $200 
in a few years. 

She then rented a flat and fitted up the 
front parlor as a hair dressing establishment 
and lived in the back. Her business has 
grown so rapidly that she has four shops in 
different parts of the city, and thinks of open- 


ing a fifth. 


If any woman had told me,“ she sajd, 
it was possible to open up four shops within 
five years without anything except her own 
wotk to back her I should have consſdered 
it impossible. There is plenty of money to 
be made in this, providjng one understands 
the business. A woman must not try to get 
a position or begin for herself until she un- 
derstands the business. In no line of work 
does experience count for more. Some work- 
ers believe in specialization, but I should 
advise the combining of shampooing, hair 
dressing, and manicuring. The training is 
only a part; the rest must be gained through 
experience. There is plenty of money in the 
hair work alone, but it is tedious, and re- 
quires special dexterity.”

Some’ girls have met their fate in their 


work. A few years ago a young womar 


rented part of a store for a hair store.. A 
florist had the other part. Their work threw 
them tégether, and in making handsome 
bouquets he often came to her for advice. 
He gradually began to rely on her judgment 
so much he suggested making her his part- 
ner, Before he finished explaining what her 
place in the business was to be she had be- 
come his wife. They worked together until 
today they have one of the largest establish- 
ments of its kind In the west. 

There is a great demand for American hair 
dressers and manicurists in Europe. They 
even succeed in Paris, where hair dressers 
are plentiful. Though the French have great 
talent for dressing hair they take less pains 
in caring for the hair and nails. One Amer- 
ican girl was anxious to see something of 
European life, and therefore ventured to es- 
tablish a business abroad. She went to 
Lucerne and rented a room in a fashionable 
hotel. She had signs put up that guests 
could have an American hair dresser and 
manicurist} In less than a month's time 
women were coming to her from other hotels, 
and she had to refuse their trade. In winter 
she goes to Rome, and does as large a busi- 
ness there. 

Several women have opened shops in Paris, 
and are successful in spite of the =“ com- 
petition. One woman said: 

‘When I opened here three 3 ago T 
had no idea that I should make my business 
go. For the French have a great reputation 
as hair dressers, but I attribute my success 
to the good care I gave the hair and nails. 
Just one other thing, I do not offer my em- 
ployés a percentage on sales, so they do not 
pester guests trying to sell hair tonics and 
lotions.

UNDREDS of blocks in certain dis- 
triets of Chicago, with their scores of 
7 thousands of inhabitants, are in des- 
perate need of instruction in eleanli- 
ness. The best lecture given, or 
sermon preached, to those people would de on 
the subject of how to be clean. The boast of 
Mephistopheles, ‘“ Dirt he shall eat with 
Joy.“ has become a reality in these districts. 
People roll in dust and eat dirt without a mur- 
mur. Some even shun all interferénce or at- 
tempts to teach them how to live otherwise. 
It has become 4 custom, one might say a 
habit, with them. 

Thousands of mothers in these districts 
haunt the free dispensaries daily and won- 
der why their children are ailing all the 
time. Thousands of others curse. their fate, 
wall, complain, and are  everlastingly 
grouchy. They attrihute all their misfor- 
tunes to {ll luck, whereas, they should be at- 
tributed to the lack of soap, brush, and water 
in their homes, When told by the attendant at 
the dispensary to bathe their children often,

Boarder Suffers from Dirt. 

Next to children roomers and boarders in

The 
excuse, if there be an excuse for not keeping 
one’s house clean, is that they are not ac- 
customed to keep a house. In the old coun- 
try most of them lived In small villages. The 
entire house consisted of one room. The floor 
was of clay, and, at most, was @wept only 
once aday. The windows were washed twice 
a year, for Christmas and Easter. They are 
not used, therefore, to do any housework. 
Many of my neighbors here, Slav and Ital- 
lan women, would much sooner do any kind 
of work that would bring them in anything, 
than look after the house properly; and, per- 
haps, by proper management, save as n 
as they earn.“

Children Naked on Floor. 

A visit to several houses in the neighbor- 
hood revealed the truth of the statement. In 
spite of the winter cold children were rolling 
on the floor, semi-naked. Frequently, too, 
the children would crawl up to the kitchen 
door and choose to play there while the floor 
under them was wet. ‘The mother in each 
cage was busy finishing clothing. When sug- 
gested that it would have been just as ex- 
pedient to dress the children first and then do 
instead of constantly having to 
look and shout after them, the women dis- 
regarded the suggestion as a trifle unworthy 
of their attention.

A Gear little blue velvet coat made with Japanese 
sleeves was recently seen. The coat was trimmed with 
bias bands of beige and brown silk and was unusually 
good looking. Half long, loose coats will be most prac- 
tical for all ages. The sleeves are usually small copies 
of “the Japanese, but long enough to keep the arms 
warm. All colors seem to be in fashion, according to 
the age. | 

These small coats just described above will easily 
be recognized as being expensive, and doubtless only 
available for well lined purses. But clever women who 
like to dress their children and themselves ag. well as 
possible naturally see and read all they can of these 
styles, and then adapt both materials and trimmings 
to suit each special case. 

* 

A good many of the children’s hats are on the pic- 
turesque order, and are made often to match the color 
of the coat. The materials usually are velvet, silk, 
or cloth. Then there are felt hats, trimmed with vel- 
vet or taffeta ribbon, hot too large to be comfortable. 

Pinafore frocks have everything to recommend them 
for children, and fulfill to equal advantage the duties 
of school wear, in serge or other good wearing materi- 
als, and best dresses, for which nothing is more fas- 
cinating than liberty velveteen, with some pretty em- 
broidered trimming. This would be a good idea for the 
little pinafore shown on this page, with which natural- 
ly any guimpe may be worn, so that does not enter into 
the matter. The little waist is tucked up to the round- 
ed top, where the trimming is introduced, as well as 
at the wide armholes, and both waist and full skirt 
are set inte the same band and hook straight up the 
back. 

The little kimono coat is so simple no explanation 
is needed. The long waisted upper part and little skirt 
are mounted into the same band. The coat ineludes a 
lining (and interlining) in which the usual armhole— 
but of a larger size—finds a place, and it is into this 
armhole the sleeve is stitched, the kimono material 
part being stiffened and finished off independently here. 
The little drese is for a child 12 years of age and the 
coat for one of 8 yeara.

Another dear little dress is shown for a child any- 
where from 8 to 12 years old. It has the effect of 
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walst are cut separately and joined, the joining being 
hidden by the leather belt which is worn. The little 
skirt can be cut by a circular pattern and adjusted into 
the band like the illustration. This dress is made of 
brown velveteen and has a vest front, which. as can 
be gasily seen, extends nearly to the bottom of the 
skirt. This vest is made of a tan broadcloth, edged 
with a tiny braid. The lower part of the sleeve matches 
this front and the little yoke and standing collar are 
of a sheer quality of lawn, tucked. The large, rip- 
pling collar of the velveteen is rounded across the 
back, and can easily be cut without a pattern by get- 
ting the top line of the collar on the child, then taking 
a piece of paper, a long, straight length, and pinning 


one edge of it to the front of the dress, then pinning 


deep plaits in the paper at the top and letting them 
run off to nothing at the lower edge. 
* 

Pin the paper on in this fashion alr around the col- 
lar line, remove, pin this paper pattern on a fresh piece 
of paper and cut out a fresh pattern When this is 
pinned on the dress again, it will be found to ripple, 
and if it ripples too much, fold those places out, and 
if it is too straight any place, slit the paper up for a 
way and spread as far apart on the lower edge as is 
necessary. In this way one can get a collar to suit 
exactly. When it is ready to cut out of the cloth, re- 
member that the middle back of the collar pattern is 
laid on a lengthwise fold of the material. If a person 
has the patience to try a few of the suggestions given 
here from time to time, she will pave the way for doing 
a good many little things without having to buy a 
pattern, or rather one can make her own patterns a 
good many times. 

A dress that ig a little out of the ordinary 1 for 
a child of 2 years. It can easily be copied by using 
a pattern of a plain little dress. As can easily be seen, 
a broad boxplait is laid in the middle of the front, and 
a narrower one at each side, these narrow ones extend- 
ing up to the shoulder seam. The back is like the 
front in design, and a box plait can disguise the under 
arm seam or not, as one desires. This little frock is 
made of fine Persian lawn, most exquisitely embroid- 
ered, and the tiny square yoke is also embroidered— 


the strips being separated by tiny beading. The sleeves ° 


are the simplest form of bishop sleeve.

Another variety of pinafore dress is shown, the 
skirt and waist both being plaited into the band, and 
the pretty sleeve part being cut in one with the waist. 
This dreds is made of one of those pretty blue and 
green plaids, and the underwaist worn with it i+ made 
of a plain green flannel, matching the lightest shade 
in the plaid. The neck and sleeve parts of the plaid 
are finished with a bias band of the plain material. 
The sailor suits are always good for school and can 
be made quite easily by a pattern, if care is used in 
following th directions given for putting together. 

One especially good looking coat is for a small boy. 


This is made of a scarlet cloth and trimmed with as- 
trakhan or Persian lamb. The waist and skirt are cut 
separately, the joining being made under the attached 
belt. Collar and coat fasten on the side, the latter 
under one of the revers. /

Several especlahy pretty dresses are shown for older 
girls—one a street suit, one an afternoon dress, and 
the third a dress suitable for a party or receptian. The 
street suit is a deep claret or wine shade in a cheviot. 
The upper part of the skirt is gored, the front only 
extending the full ,length of the skirt, where two ad- 
ditional plaits are set on at each side, making a triple 
box plait. A ful) circular ruffle makes the lower part 
of the skirt, the seam joining it to the upper part being 
covered by a bias band two inches wide. which ends at 
each side of the front gore. There is a second band put 
on half way between this band and the bottom, this 
second one ending under the triple plaits. 

The, waist part ig a sort of jumper effect, which it 
should be perfectly easy to make with the aid of a 
plain shirt waist pattern. The jacket is one of those 
half fitting ones without any middle back seam, and 
is double breasted—altogether a stylish, appropri- 


Some Details of S 


HIE neckband of a Shirt waist, the regulation 
shirt waist opening in the front, is always 
made one and one-half inches longer than tho 
neck measure. This means it laps three- 
quarters of an inch. If a person is sure 

. about the different points in making a gar- 
ment, a good deal of time and patience are saved, and 
there are a number of necessary points about a shirt 
waist which it is well to be familiar with. In cutting out 
the fronts the left side, after the length has been cut 
off, has a three-quarter inch hem laid. Then the tucks 
or plaits are marked off and put in before the front 
in cut out. It is well to pull the fuliness a little 
towards the middle of the front before pinning the 
pattern on. 

* 0 

Allow five inches of the cloth below the waist line, 
then there is never any danger of its shrinking so as to 
be too short. On the right side of the front a box 
plait is usually laid and it is anywhere from an inch 
and a half to two inches and a half in widfh. After 
this, and the tucks or plaits are put in, pin the pat- 
tern on so that the front edge rests exactly on the 
middle of the front box plait. Be sure that both sides 
are tucked exactly alike—there must be no imperfeo- 
tions in any part of a well made shirt waist It the 
box plait measures two and one-half inches in width 
nip it at the one and one-half inch point down to the 
traced line, marking the neck line, and turn in and over- 
hand together the raw edge of the box plait from the 
nipped point to the edge. This width beyond the inch 
and a half does not go into the neck band. 

This extra width of the plait is not straight across 
the top, but instead follows the line of the neck, and 
an easy way to get the line correct is, after pinning. 
the pattern to thie front, to fold the box plait back 
towards the pattern, so when the front is cut out the 
right neck line will be given to the top of the plait. 
Of course all lines must be distinctly traced.

1 few notes were given last week about the back 
of a shirt waist. The buttonholes on the front should 
be cut across; if they are cut up and down it is difi- 
cult to make the waist stay buttoned. In cutting out 
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ate sult for a young girl, suitable for many 
occasions. The second dress iss of dull blue voile, the 
skirt a simple one, trimmed around the bottom with 
bias bands, similar bands being used at the top te 
simulate a yoke. The material for the waist is tucked, 
the tucks being three-elghths of one inch wide and one 
and one-half inches apart. The waist has a deep yoke 
in the front and in the back the shape is rounding and 
shallow. This yoke ig of tucked batiste and a simple 
batiste collar with embroidered motifs set in Enishes 
the waist. A most effective arrangement is made of 
a deep blue velvet ribbon, a properly contrastin shade 
from the dress, a twist of blue ribbon being used 
around the waist instead of a wider girdle. 


The third dress is made of sheer white lawn or mull 
or a foundation of lawn or taffeta. There are three 
full ruffles which form the skirt. The waist is the 
simplest kind of a baby waist gathered in to the 
shoulders and neck, to throw plenty of fullness, as 
the material is so sheer, one of the new jumper effects 
in a filet lace being used most effectively. The same 
lace is used in the collar and on the sleeves. A white 
taffeta girdle finishes this lovely and girlish dress. 


hirt Waist Making. 


the sleeves it ie absolutely necessary that the fold at 
the back of the sleeve is on the straight of the goods 
and does not twist in the slightest degree. If im order 
to bring the edges of the seam of the pattern being 
used together makes the fold twist, correct it, and 
cut the front seam so it will come together evenly. 
The slightest twist in this fold is one thing that will 
maln a sleeve set badly. The seam of the sleeve is 
sewed up and finished, and the opening is made either 
where the fold comes at the back or one inch beyond 
this. 

This opening when wnished must be one-half the 
length of the cuff. The under side 16 finished with a 
narrow hem, or extension hem half an inch wide. The 
upper side has a pointed facing which is put on the 
right side. For a lapped cuff the narrow hem at the 
under side is used, and for a link cuff the extension 
hem should be used on the under side, and finished at 
the top the same as the extra width of the box plait on 
the front of the waist, for this extension hem is not 
sewed into the cuff.

Lumiere autochromen plate by Emmett 
V. O'Neill, staff photographer of Tur 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE. The subject is Mrs. 
Edward T. Breitung in the wonderful 
gown in which she appeared as Madame La Pompadour 
in the Tableaux Vivant. 

The autochrome plate of the Lumieres has made 
e taking of photographs in colors not only a possi- 
‘bility for professionals but it has given into the hands 
ef even the amateur photographer the power to re- 

roduce even the most delicate shades of color found 
in still Ufe and in nature. 1 
The color photographic plate is the invention of the 


Lumiere Brothers of Lyons, France, and bears their 


name. It is not merely a scientific experiment, as the 
other color processes in photography have been. It 
does not involve the long and intricate processes, the 
tedious hours of work in the dark room, the expert’ 
knowledge, the keen eye for color, the extravagant use 
of chemicals that other inventions tor photographing 
colors have demanded. 


KRK 
Almost As Simple As a Snap Shot. 


This system makes color photography almost as 
simple as snap shot photography. It reduces the sci- 
ence of taking pictures in color with the camera to the 
plane of commercial utility. 

The use ofthis plate js possible in any camera. It 
ig not necessary to have a specially arranged apparatus; 
the ordinary equipment of the amateur will answer 
every purpose. The plates, in fact, may be used in 
any camera, substituted for the ordinary dry plates 
on the American market. A special color screen is 
fitted to the ordinary high grade lens. 

The color plate is placed in the camera with the 
glass side outward. The exposure is made just the’ 
same as with an ordinary film or plate, except that a 
longer exposure is required. 

Simply, the process is a three color process, but 
instead of making three negatives only one is made. 
The glass plate first is coated with some sort of ad- 
hesive, possibly a slow drying transparent varnish, on 
which is spread a layer of grains of starch. “These 
grains of starch are all of the same size and are trans- 
parent. There are three kinds of these starch grains: 
one is dyed a brilliant orange, another an intense violet, 
and the other a vivid green. N

Color Grains Look Perfectly White. 


No, by some exact mechanical process these starch 
grains are mixed in such proportions that when they 
are spread upon the adhesive on the plate the colored 
light passed by them, being combined by the eye, gs 
the grains are small, looks perfectly white and without 
any trace of color whatever. The colored starch grains 
are coated with a photographic emulsion, similar to 
that of ordinary plates, except that it is sensitive to 
red. | 

When the plate is exposed in the camera, with the 
back, or glass, side of the plate towards the lens, the. 
light has to pass, first through the yellowisk color 
screen on the lens and then through the colored 
Starch grains of the plate, and these grains act as a 
color screen. In this way all colors are reproduced 
with remarkable exactness. | 

The plates are being sold by photographic stock 
houses of Europe, and as soon as the Lumieres are able 
to supply the demand abroad the plates will be placed 
on the American market.

Tribune Imports the. First Plates. 


Until the photograph of Mrs. Breitung was taken 
by Emmett v. O'Neill, the staff photogfapher of THE 
SUNDAY TRIBUNE, no color photograph had been taken 
in America by the Lumiere process. The plates were 
imported from France by THE TRIBUNE, and the gown 
worn by Mrs. Breitung in the Tableaux Vivant was 
selected as the subject for the experiment because it 
is regarded as the most beautiful gown in America. 

Mrs. Breitung is the wife of Edward Breitung of 
Marquette, Mich., an extensive copper mine owner and 
the director in a number of banks throughout the 
country. When Mrs. William J. Chalmers asked her to 
appear as Madame La Pompadour in the tableaux given 
for charity last month in Orchestra hall Mrs. Preitung 
at once secured an old English print of Madame La 
Pompadour, showing every detail of the wonderful 
sown. This picture she sent on to White, the suc- 
cessors of the Fox sisters in New York. But Mrs. 
Breitung had no idea how exquisite the gown would, 
come back.

Gown That Cost a Fortune. 


“It must have cost a fortune,” exclaimed everybody 
who saw the wonderful creation, bathed in lime light 
on the second night of the pageant. And it did. How 
much it cost nobody knows, but that a fortune was 
spent on the gown is shown by the fact that it took 
seven embroidery girls nine weeks to embroiter the 
gown with the real/ gold thread that covers every inch 
of the great skirt. 

The faithful La Tour treatment of the details are 
beautiful in pastelle, but in fabrics that one can 
handle and in exqpisite golds and pinks and blues of 
raised embroidery silk they are irresistible. Add to 
this the raised Venetian point that hangs from the 
sleeves and frames, the square neck, and shows on the 
bottom of the pink satin petticoat, and thé gown would 
be dear to any woman's heart.

Time and Space Merely Relative. 


Time and space are after all purely relative. If 
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This eurious circum- 
stance shows that the 
world in whieh an elec- 
tron igs equivalent to the 
earth is a real “visible 
universe,” on an almost 


inconceivably small scale but still a universe, Where 


conditions do greatly resemble our own. 

hen we enter this ultra-microscopic little uni- 
verse, we find our electron rolling through space as 
majestically and leisurely as our earth used to. do. 
When one revolution is completed another is begun. 
And 80 it goes on for a thousand million years, per- 
haps, or evén a thousand billion years, which would be 
one second on earth. But how do we know that? We no 
longer measure time by che terrestrial scale. We meas- 
ure it on the same principle, but the scale is reduced. 
If we could measure the earthly year it would appear 
to us to be an immense period, stretching over 10,000 


trillion years. 


1 
lf an Atomite Should Go a Mile a Minute. 

We still would talk about a speed of a mile a 
minute, but since the mile would be derived from the 
electron instead of the earth, it would be 10-22 of an 
earthly mile. But these velocities, so measured, 
would be really equal; if measured in the same figures. 

Thus a velocity of a mile a minute of the.electron 
variety is exactly equal to a velocity of a mile a 
minute of the earth variety. ‘ 

It is one of the marvels of Prof. Fournier's specu- 
lation that the ‘velocities of the big and of the little 
worlds are substantially the same, both relatively and 
absolutely. Most stars, he says, have a speed of 
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There is a rough. proportionality between the 
length of body of an animal and the normal span of 
its life. And if this is true in the infra world, the 
normal span of life merely will be reduced in the 
Same ratio as space and time. So seventy infra years 
will be the normal span of life for the infra man. 


An infra year is a thousand-billionth of a second. 


So the lives of countless generations of infra men 
are born, pursue their careers, and die away in less 
than a second of our time. 

» They look out upon their starry heavens, and the 
largest objects visible are our minutest microscopic 
specks. Suppose an earth chemist was making and 
unmaking substances, rearranging atoms into new 
molecules. The events which to us aré crowded into 
a billionth of a second then would appear to occupy 
several hours, and the tremendous and far reaching 
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chemical and physical 
changes would be spread 
over long intervals of 
time, making them 
practically of as little 
influence to the daily 
life of the infra men as the proper motions of the 
stars are to us. 

The astronomers on the infra world would record 
new comets- or new stars and chronicle the motions 
of shooting stars. That is all. They would not guess 
their stars and cométs were particles in a chemical 


vial.

Little People Big by Their Own Standards.

Can Animals See Colors: 


HAT animals can perceive colors is ques- 
tioned by Dr. Dahl, the famous German 
naturalist. He shows by his experiments 
that the claim of some authors that the 


preservation: the animals, attracted by these colors, 
break the fruits from the trees or plants, carry them 
off, and thus indirectly assist in the dissemination of 
the seeds which they contain over large tracts of land.

Imagine a dried currant to be enlarged 
by the “world ratio,” 10-22. It will all all the visible 
universe to the uttermost star visible through the 
most powerful telescope. Its 20,000 trillion atoms will 
become a splendid starry vault, emitting the blase of 

bright noonday and crowded much more densely 
than the milky way. Whatever changes a currant 
undergoes in a second. a time will now be spread over 
a period of 10-22 second, or 1,00@ billion years. 
Now, the currant evinces no perceptible change to us 
in one second, and if our starry heavens did actually 
constitute some piece of organic matter, such as a 
currant, we need not expect any marked changes in 
it for a period of time far exceeding the longest geo- 
logical epochs ever postulated.

Our Day Equals a Trillion Y ears. 

The supra world is a world on a higher scale, in- 
habited by beings for whom a trillion years are as a 
day and the sun’s life period the slightest measzsur- 
able instant of time.

Dr. Dahl, alluding to the ecarcity of them in his 


article, relates some interesting experiments which he 
made with a monkey. He colored some sweets With a 
certain colored dye, and some bditter substances with 
that of another color, and declares that after a few 
attempts the monkey learned to leave, without even 
tasting, those articles of food which were colored with 
the dye and which indicated bitter tasting substances, 
and seized at once upon those which indicated sweets, 
Varying the experiments sufficiently, he found that 
the monkey distinguished all the different colors read- 
ily, save only dark blue. Dr. Dahl calls attention te 
the fact that Mayer has stated that many savage tribes 
cannot distinguish dark blue from black, and that even 
children distinguish this color later than all others.

Since Stanley Weyman’s heroine in the Gentleman 
of France” led the way, beautiful as she was and 
haughty as she was, with tossings of her head and 
fire flashing from her angry eyes, other heroines have 
trod the same path superbly. But the heroine of this 
type in today’s literature is to be found only in the 
historical novel. She is found in Miss Mary Johnson's 
books, although there is something comical between 
the relationship of Miss Johnson's men and women, 
the women seated on thrones and the men always do- 
ing homage. Alice of Old Vincennes was of this type, 
and so were hundreds of other women who had walked 
through the leaves of the contemporaneous historical 
novel. They present pictures much like those pre- 
sented in the books of the time of Scott, but the 
illustrators have gone farther than the authors dared 
to go, and have endowed them with such wondrous 
beauty that the really great women of fiction who are

Historical women in fiction give dramatic and 
scenic effects. Seldom is the reader permitted to see 
into their hearts. These are the sort of women with 
places in history around whom stories have been writ- 
ten. Rowena and Rebecca are the exceptions to this 
type of Scott heroines. No historical woman can be 
found who is as human in her nobleness as Romola, 
the “visible madonna,” as natural in her hypocrisy as 
the adventuress, Becky Sharp, or as womanlike in her 
as Anna Karenina. And there are few women 
Romola type, the Becky Sharp type, or the Anna 

type in the books of today. Where in the

Realist’s Creations to Survive. 

In most of the books of today, the so-called popular 
Rovela, the heroine is made to fit the book; she is a 
part of an article of merchandise just as the feathers 
are indispensable in a picture hat; she is made to fit the 
‘plot as a picture is sometimes made to fit the frame, 
if the frame is considered more precious than the pic- 
ture. But, on the other hand, in the books of today 
that will de read tomorrow there dre strong charac- 
ters, characters that have made the books and that 
‘will live with them, in them and out of them. It is 


such characters as these that are in harmony with the 
times. They are the women of the realists. 

There is still another class of heroines found in 
contemporaneous fiction who are worthy of considera- 
tion. They are the heroines who do things that the 
women of today do; heroines who are strong, who are 
given places in the world, who play golf, who want 
to vote, who occupy in fiction the same place that 
women occupy in the world; women who are capable 
of counseling their husbands, who aid them, who are 
the men’s equals and their companions—strong heart- 
ed, self-willed, energetic, robust, healthy women. 
Usually in movels of this type it is the whole story 
that makes the book readable and not the heroine, 
not any one character. 

The pulse of selfishness beats in the heart of 
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BECKY SHARP. 


Balsac’s baroness de Nucingen,.a woman willing to 
sacrifice her father that she might grace a Paris salon. 
In contrast with the baroness de Nucingen, the true 
spirit of self-denial shines in the patience of Eugenie 
Grandet, whose life was from first to last subjected 
to the miserly calculations of her father. Balzac, it is 
claimed, understood woman’s heart better than any 
writer save Hawthorne. If all women of fiction were 
to pass before a mirror no one of them, declare the 
critics, would cast a truer refiection of noble sim- 
plicity than Hilda, simply dressed always, simply a 
woman. Phebe Pyncheon is another of Hawthorne's 
wonderful pictures of a woman who takes joy wher- 
ever she goes, a woman who was to the “ House of 
Seven Gables” like a rich garden of roses filling the 
old pile with fragrance. 
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Hester Prynne, strong, slender, beautiful, grand in 
her sorrow and isolation, makes an indelible print 
upon the mind of every one with whom she comes ir 
contact. And eompare Hester’s majesty with Beatris 
Esmond’s coquetry—it is like running from the figure 
of Venus de Milo and stopping at some fountain 
nymph of iron and gilt. In Beatrix Thackeray did not 
paint as natural a picture as he did when he turned his 
pen upon Becky Sharp. Look at her! She is not the 
girl we see in the books today. Could any of our 
Ulustrators do as well by her and by her creator as 
Thackeray did with his own pen, before the Gibson 
girl or the Christy girl came into the world? The 
Mustrator of today wpuld give Becky all the“ beautiful 
attributes he could without trespassing on the authors 
descriptions.

New Artists Can't Draw Old Heroines. 


EMzabetheBennett is one of the most charming .ife 
companions to be found in fiction—a delightful young 
woman, natural, clever, fearless, and affectionate, a5 
capable of holding her own as Becky herself. Yet to 
look at her in the frontispiece of Jane Austen's book 
will make you conclude that she could not have pos- 
sessed all the charms with which Miss Austen endowed 
her. She might have been drawn by Christy or Gibson 
without losing any of her attractiveness. 

Whose soul illuminates her plain features as Jane 
Eyre’s? If women had her strength fewer homes would 
be defiled, and in the frontispiece of the original edi- 
tien of Jane Eyre there she is, quite herself: and it 
would seem desecration to permit an up to date illus- 
trator to disturb her, to draw into her face one of his 
faces. It would seem as great a pity to have Romola 
drawn by a twentieth century illustrator as it would 
be to have Janice Meredith or Lillie Bart pictured in 
a time yellowed wood cut.’ Eleanor might have been 
drawn for Mrs. Humphry Ward by Smedley, or Stevens, 
or Sterner, or Hutt; but Becky Sharp, or Dora, or 
Agnes, or Maggie Tulliver, never! Fashions have 
changed in the heroines of fiction; and even were the 
pictures the same today as yesterday the illustrator 
would not convey the same picture to the reader's 
mind—the quaintness of the Thackeray drawing of 
Becky would be gone. 

It would be the same with all the other characters 
of fiction in the middle of the nineteenth century. 
Those who have read the early editions of Thackeray. 
of Dickens, of Eliot, of Hawthorne, of Bulwer, and of 
Hugo and Scott and all the other writers of their time 
refuse to read the newer editions—they say they don't 
seem the same, and yet the texts are identical. The 
difference is in the change of the fashions in heroines 
and the inability of men who have been drawing pic- 
tures of the new heroines to draw the old ones.

Physical attributes and amiable character- 
istics, which were consigered in the choice 
of a wife twenty-seven years ago for the 
then young Prince Wilhelm, and which were possessed 
in an exalted degree by the Princess Augusta Victoria 
of Schleswig-Holstein, have stood the kaiserin in good 
stead. 
| Tall, straight, and slender, the empress is a contrast 
to most of the country. women, who, even as young 
girls, are apt to lack willowy grace, and whose figures 
later are pretty sure to develop into thickset uncomeli- 
ness. The emperor is an admirer of slender women, 
and for this reason the empress takes great care to pre- 
serve the lines of her svelte, handsome figure. 

The kaiserin has small, light blue eyes. Her cheek 
has a pink flush which gives a freshness to her com- 
plexion and is exceedingly becoming, contrasting most 
effectively with the snow white hair which the empress 
has had for many years, and which changed suddenly 
from a deautiful light brown. The charm of her maj- 
esty’s face lies in her expression, which is gentle, wom- 
anly, and amiable. 


* * 
Empress Shares Children’s Amusements. 

The empress is most attractive. She rides with ease 
and grace, is fond of driving and of tennis, and enters 
with spirit into the amusements of her children. Were 
it not for her brilliant color she would perhaps look 
older than the kaiser, who, in spite of the cares of 
etate and the fact that his hair is sprinkled with gray, 
looks wonderfully young for his years. He is not too 
stout and is less tall than any of his six sons, except- 

“ing Prince Adelbert. In strength of speech and energy 
of manner none of the young princes can compete with 
their royal progenitor. 

A picture recently completed shows the emperor in 
the costume of Frederick II. The costume emphasises 
in a remarkable degree the austerity of William II., 
go that it seemed quite possible to believe that the or- 
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naments totter when the royal hand comes down with 
force upon the table and that his stentorian tones 
sometimes cause the walls of the schloss to tremble.

Crown Prince Unlike His Father. 


The crown prince, Wilhelm, bears no resemblance 
to his father and but little to his mother. There is 
nothing regal in his bearing, his tall; loosely built, and 
lender figure suggesting instead a restless, nervous 
temperament. He is said to like gayety with a certain 
amount of ostentation, but at the same time to have a 
genial manner, which has greatly endeared him to the 
German people. They speak of him with the greatest 
pride and affection. .“ And he greets us 60 cordially in 
the streets,” the Berliners say when speaking of the 


crown prince. 


The crown princess, Cecelie, who has just celebrat-, 
ed her twenty-second birthday anniversary, is almost 
as tall as the crown prince. Her beauty is of a dark 
heavy type, and her figure, while well proportioned, is 
lacking in graceful curves at the waist line. During 
th months in the summer the crown prince and prin- 
cess upy their palace at Potsdam. The rest of the 
year they reside in the Frederick III. palace, Unter. der 
Linden, at Berlin. Baby Frederick Wilhelm, the future 
crown prince, already shows the independent spirit to 
which his birthday—July 4—entitles him. He is a fine, 
handsonmie boy, and finds his grandsire’s knee a royal 


steed much to his liking. 


Prince Eitel Frits, who comes next in age to the 
crowh prince, is said tq be the emperor's favorite 
among his children. Prince Eitel Frits is six years 
younger than his wife, but the marriage is a happy one 


It took place on the same day that the emperor 


empress celebrated the twenty-fifth, or “silver,” enni 
versary of their marriage. The princess is fine looking 
and has perhaps more of the indefinable charm known

She te devoted to her charming mother, and the 
empress is her inseparable companion. The princess 
bears a strong likeness to the keiser. Until recently 
she has not given promise of beauty, but now her col- 
orless face is becoming more rosy and she is develop- 
ing into a typical German mädchen, fair haired and 
fair of face. She is sweet and maidenly, the hght of the 
palace and joy of her royal parents. 
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The domestic virtues of the empress are so apparent 
that the kaiser is accredited with saying that his wife 
is adininated by love of the four Ks—Kirche, Kinder, 
Kleider, and Küche. Certainly the first of these holds 
an important place in the life of the empress, and her 
household is trained to the observance of religious 
duty. When the court is in Berlin the royal pair sel- 
dom miss the Sunday morning service. Sometimes they 
worship in the beautiful memorial church of the late 
Emperor Frederick, sometimes in the Dom near the 
schloss, but more frequently they attend the Garrison 
church, where, surrounded by the imperial guard and 
Officers of the army, they occupy the royal loge. 

That love of children is deeply implanted in the 
kaiserin’s heart nd one can doubt. An exemplary moth- 
er, individual attention has been given to the training 
of her children; and six stalwart sons and a charming 
daughter repay this maternal care. Not only her own 
children occupy the attention of the kaiserin, but her 
love of kinder extends to many others to whom her 
interest is a benefit. 8 

The empress is too truly a woman to be indifferent 
to dress (kleider), and with her.graceful form clothed 
in well fitting gowns she always presents a stately 
presence. Blue suits her amiably, and white and gray 
may also be called her colors. The young princess is 
oftenest gowned in white of fine quality, but simply 
made as becoming to a mädchen of 16.

Court's Informality Puts Guests at Ease. 

To reach the royal couple guests pass between a 
double line of pages, the line extending from the en- 
trance to the exit of the apartment. A pause just long 
enough for a low courtesy or bew before each of their 
majesties, and the guests move towards the door lead- 
ing to the picture gallery and the supper room beyond. 
At the door of the presentation ‘saa]J, that connects with 
the picture gallery, the women guests are conscious of 
the ability to move more easily and naturally, for the 
last page in line has deftly lifted the cumbersome train 
and thrown it over the wearer's arm.

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Interests of the United 
States Suffer. 


QUICK ACTION IS URGED. 


Cavite vs. Olongapo, with Nature 
Favoring Latter, Where 
Drydock Now Lies. 


** —

Manila, P. I., Nov. 22.—As appreciation of 
the commercial possibilities of the orient 
and their relation to the industrial prosperity 
of the United States grows among Ameri- 
cans it must inevitably lead to a considera- 
tion of the security of our position in the 
Pacific ocean, which body of water is now 
recognized by many as the probable future 
center of the world's greater activities. 

When the interests of America in the east 
are mentioned, most persons at home think 
at once of the Philippines as the beginning 
and end of them. While the relation of these 
islands to the question is important, they 
are really a minor factor in comparison with 
the broader issues at stake. So, when it is 
proposed to secure our interests in this part 
of the world by creating facilities for pro- 
tecting them from possible aggression or 
assault, the average man in the street, hav- 
ing only the Philippines in mind, is apt to 
ask: O, are they worth the trouble and 
expense?“ It is possible, I think, to justly 
answer this question in the affirmative. 
But the real question is: Will it pay to es- 
tablish a condition giving force and effect 
to America’s voice in the solution of the 
vast problem involved in the evolution of 
the east, and making it possible to safe- 
guard our material interests, in so far as 
they may be affected, by other means than 
concessions which, by limiting our national 
opportunity in these regions, will react upon 
our prosperity at home? 


Who Our Enemies Might Be. 

The value of American naval bases in 
Asiatic waters may be said to apply chiefly 
to a war between the United States afid an 
Asiatic power; for while some European na- 
tions might conduct large naval operations 
in this part of the world, the crux of any 
conflict between America and another west- 
ern power will not be here, and no naval 
force alone can wrest any of our Pacific 
possessions from us. Only armies can do 
ithis, and it is not now feasible for any 
European power to assemble in the far east 
and transport by sea a formidable army in 
the face of serious opposition. Of Asiatic 
nations which may conceivably come int 
collision with the United States there are 
only two—China and Japan; so the propos! 
tion of the defense of our interests and pos- 
sessions in this locality seriously involves 
only these two possibilities. 

In discussing these questions it is qu'te 
profitiess to assume, as many commenta- 
tors do, that we will not, upon the outbreak 
of a possible war, be prepared to defend any 
base in these islands. In order to estimate 
and weigh the probabilities it is necessary 
to assume that a base has been created, and 
that adequate provisions for its defense have 
been made. Unless this is assumed, it is use- 
less to discuss the advantages or disad- 
vantages of this or that proposed site, for 
these must be estimated not so much for what 
they now are, but by what can be made of 
them. So we will, for the time. assume that 
should the United States ever become in- 
volved ip a war with an Asiatic power, it will 
have a great naval base in the Philippines 
and have made intelligent preparations for 
its defense. 


Japan Not Now Prepared. 

It cannot be reasonably assumed that Japan 
wil) for many years be able to begin a war 
seo well prepared as she was when the war 
against Russia started. It is now known 
that she had mobilized troops and loaded 
thousands of them upon transports before 
negotiations were terminated; indeed, some 
were actually dispatched upon a hostile mis- 
sion before diplomatic relations were sev- 
ered. As an example of preparedness and 
celerity this can hardly be surpassed. 

That the United States needs a fully 
equipped and well fortified naval base in the 
far east has been recognized for years by 
those who have studied the situation. and 
that the present finds us without one is due 
to an interesting and extraordinary state 
of affairs. Naturally, such a base will be 
located in the Philippines, since these 
islands comprise our only territorial pos- 
sessions in Asiatic waters and afford many 
satisfactory sites. When the islands were 
acquired from Spain we secured two so- 
called naval bases—those at Cavite and 
Olongapo. These yards are hardly worthy 
of the name in a modern sense, the facill- 
ties being limited to shops where minor re- 
pairs can be made. There was then no dry 
dock at either place, although at Cavite 
small craft can be shored upon ways. Since 
their acquisition the only important im- 
provements have been the erection of a coal- 
ing station at Cavite, a similar plant at 
Olongapo, now nearly completed, and the 
placing of the floating dock Dewey at 
Olongapo. There have been some additional 
quarters erected at Olongapo for the accom- 
modation of officers and marines. On the 
whole, however, the work of improving 
these yards has stagnated, notwithstagding 
that with each passing year the need for 
proper facilities has become more pressing 
and important. 


Dissensions as to Site. 


There are several contributing reasons 
for this condition. The failure of congress 
to make appropriations is one, but the real 
cause is the failure of the war and navy 
departments to agree upon a site. 

This divergence between the naval and 
military point of view is characteristic of 
the two services, which approach the ques- 
tion from different angles. The navy de- 
mands two conditions—a suitable harbor and 
one capable of being easily defended from 
a naval attack. The army, whose task 
will be to defend the base from an attack 
by land, is apt to judge the problem only 
from this standpoint. Since the two proposi- 
tions never can be entirely reconciled, an 
intelligent decision must be based upon a 
comparative estimation of the elements in- 
volved. These elements are _ suitability, 
availability, defensibility, and economics; 
and it may help toward a decision between 
Cavite and .Olongapo to elucidate briefly 
their comparative merits and demerits. 

The navy yard of Cavite is situated in Ma- 
nila bay, about ten miles by sea from.the city 
of Manila. The yard is located on a shallow 
basin formed by a low lying hook or spit of 
land which juts for half a mile out into the 
bay. Only small boats can now enter the 
basin, ships of any size having to anchor well 
out into the bay, which is here thirty miles 
across, in a practically open roadway where 
there is little protection from typhoons. To 
create a large base would mean a vast 
amount of dredging and the bullding of 3 
breakwater, and it will always be necessary 
to keep dredges working to prevent the har- 
bor from filling up. In short, any suitable 
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‘from the pro ity of such a base, and there 
is @ A iy any defense of Cavite must 
also include @ defense of Manila, which js 
a soothing thought to nervous people whose 
ideas of war are lazy. 


Where the Military Err. 


The military hypothesis concerning the su- 
perior defensibility of Cavite against a land 
attack appears to be founded upon à pre- 
sumption that it will be necessary to make a 
military defense of Manila, which will aleo 
include Cavite, and that it is, consequently, 
unwise to impose upon the army the addi- 
tional task of defending Olongapo. In my 
opinion this hypothesis is entirely wrong and 
does not correctly estimate the propositions 
involved in the problem as a whole. These 
are} As long as command of the sea is suc- 
cessfully disputed or actually retained by the 
American navy the Philippines are safe from 
an army, which must be transported oversea; 
therefore to retain command of the seaisthe 
pest way to defend the islands, including Ma- 
nila. 

The more one investigates the conditions 
which affect the selection of a site for our 
naval base in the Philippines the more it ap- 
pears that the military objections to Olon- 
gapo chiefly spring from the idea that-it will 
be necessary to defend Manila from an attack 
by land. I may as well at once take the bull 
by the horns and say that if the beginning 
of a war.with an Asiatic nation should find 
us with a comparatively small number of 
troops in these islands, that all these troops 
should be concentrated for the protection of 
our naval base wherever it may be, regard- 
less of any other immediate consideration, 
even if this should involve the abandonment 
of Manila to the occupation of the enemy. 
The military defense of Manila and Cavite 
in conjunction involves the holding of a line 
fully 100 miles in length, for the fortifica- 
tions at the entrance to the bay must also be 
defended from a land attack. This is not so 
stupendous a task as it may sound to lay- 
men, for no army which could be quickly 
landed here can simultaneously assai] such a 
line along its entire length, which would per- 
mit the defending force to be concentrated 
at the point of greatest pressure; but in com- 
paring Cavite with Olongapo it is well to 

bear this factor in mind. 


Wherein Olongapo Excels. 

Olongapo is situated in Subig bay, which 
lies some forty miles to the north of the en- 
trance to Manila bay. Subig'bay is an ab- 
solutely land locked body of water, entirely 
surrounded by high hills and mountains, 
and affording a sheltered an@secure anchor- 
age in the worst weather. It is of irregular 
shape, its extreme length being about twelve 
miles, while its average width is about five 
miles. There is a large basin branching off 
the main bay at a right angle, where a large 
fleet can lie entirely out of sight from the 
entrance, and fully ten miles from any posi- 
tion a hostile fleet couldiassume without first 
forcing the entrance. There is deep water 
over practically the whole bay, and in the 
natural basin already alluded to a ship draw- 
ing forty feet can go alongside the wharf, 
and within twenty feet of land. The bottom 
of the bay affords excellent holding ground. 

‘The topography of the surrounding coun- 
try is such that an army attacking Olongapo 
must land at least twenty miles away, and 
from there advance upon the defenses. Such 
an advance will encounter great natural 
obstacles. The country Is rough, a con- 
stant succession of high hills, separated by 
deep ravines, a dense growth of heavy tim- 
ber covering the whole landscape. The little 
town of Subig is situated at the extreme 
head of the bay, about eight miles from the 
navy yard. From Subig a pass through the 
mountains opens into the Blotongopo valley. 


Absurd and Erroneous Arguments. 

In the attempt to discredit Olongapo as a 
site, which has been persistently carried on 
for several years, some objections are ad- 
vanced that are not founded upon fact, and 
others which seem to be absurd. As an 
example of the former class of objection, a 
resident of Manila recently told me, in all 
seriousness, that Olongapo could not be used 
because of the mosquitos, and that 80 per 
cent of the troops stationed there constantly 
suffer from malaria. When I visited Olon- 
gapo I found hardly any mosquitos, as com- 
pared with Manila and Cavite, and officers 
who have been stationed there for years 
told me that there is. no coast station in the 
islands where the men have better health. A 
prominent military expert is quoted as as- 
serting that 80,000 troops will be required 
to defend Olongapo. The number of troops 
needed to hold the place will depend upon 
the number which can be brought to attack 
it, Taking six months as a theoretical time 
limit, I think that 40,000 troops can easily 
hold Olongapo against any force which can 
in that time be directed against the base, or 
even a smaller number might suffice. On 
the basis of 80,000 troops for the defense 
of Olongapo, I wonder what number would 
be needed to defend Manila and Cavite. 


Idle Injection of Independence.“ 

A question which is repeatedly injected 
into the discussion about the creation of a 
naval base in Asiatic waters is whether the 
present relation of the United States to the 
Philippines is to be permanent. I doubt that 
these islands will ever become independent 
of the United States in the full meaning 
of the term, for the reason that by the time 
such a severance might be practicable the 
Filipinos wii not desire it; but to drag the 
political future of these people into a dis- 
cussion of an American naval base in the 
far east is to obscure and confuse the 
broader issues involved. 


Rushing to Extremes. 
In connection with our need for a nevab 


scare had some interesting sidelights. 
There ts no doubt that several months ago 
our government suddenly awoke from a feel- 
ing of security, and the revulsion which fol- 
lowed almost amounted to a panic. For five 
years some guns for the fortification of Subig 
and Manila bays have been resting quietly 
in their crates out here, while others destined 
for the same use reposed in arsenals back 
in the states. Last July—on the’ glorious 
fourth, to be exact—our naval and army of- 
ficers out here received-hurry orders to 
“get busy.“ They got busy all right, es- 
pecially at Olongapo, where our only dry 
dock in these waters lay absolutely unpro- 
tected. For weeks the marines stationed at 
the post worked night and day erecting bat- 
teries and placing guns on Grande island, 
and on Macmany and Binanga points. 
When the government woke up the 
defenses of Manila bay were im ex- 
actly the same condition as when Dewey 
sailed in, and we all know how the Spaniards 
didn’t stop his little unarmored squadron. 
The last three months, however, have 
brought a change. No hostile fleet can now 
sail into either Manila or Subig bays with- 
out having a lively argument; in fact, Subig 
is prepared to put up a stout defense. I am 
providing our possible antagonists with no 
information in publishing this. Those who 
are interested knew all about it long before 
the American people had an inkling of the 
situation. 

It is of the greatest Importance to the Unit- 
ed States that the deadlock about the site be 
speedily broken, and work on a great naval 
base in the Philippines be peau without fur- 
ther delay. 
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The time just svccceding the holidays al- 
ways is a period of quietness in the real es- 
tate market, when brokers are busy cast- 
ing up the accounts of the year just closed 
and planning for the business of the year 
to come, so that the gossip heard is more 
of what has been done and what is likely to 
be done than of what is actually doing. 

Generally speaking, brokers express them- 
selves as being pretty well satisfied with the 
business of last year. Of course it might 
have been much better, and here and there 
considerable, complaint is heard of its dis- 
appointing character, but as a whole the 
tone generally is one of satisfaction, especlal- 
ly when it is considered what handieaps the 
market has struggled against during the 
year. 

Had it not been for the financial panic 
which so seriously checked the real estate 
market, in common with all classes of busi- 
ness, little complaint probably would have 
been heard, and as it is there is but little 
grumbling, as Chicago brokers as a rule have 
become philosophical regarding market con- 
ditions, without which they might not have 
survived the troubles incident to some of the 
lean years following the collapse of the 
world's fair boom. 


Record of 1906 Exceeded. 

Accordingly they are disposed to look upon 
the bright rather than the dark side of 
things, and when they survey the year’s 
operations as a whole they find .much 
satisfaction in the fact that they ex- 
ceeded materially those of the previous 
year, when there were no financial panics 
or tight money to worry about. In view of 
the fundamental soundness of market con- 
ditions in this city, they accept these figures 
as augurs of greatly improved conditions for 
the coming year. Indeed, this general con- 
fidence is one of the most striking features 
of the market, especially since it is shared 
by many of the largest real estate operators 
and investors. 

It is recognized, of course, that these im- 
proved market conditions are contingent on 
the advent of much easier money, and no 
particular activity is expected for a period 
of two or three months and possibly longer, 
but that this easier money is inevitable in 
a short time as the result of existing condi- 
tions is believed thoroughly. In this belief 
mortgage loan brokers, bankers, and stu- 
dents of general economic conditions are 
united. 


Election Slump Not Feared. 


With some there is a4 fear that the ap- 
proaching presidential . i is likely to 
postpone the coming of better times and that 
no marked improvement is to be expected 
until this contest has been settled. The gen- 
eral belief, however, is that\ republican 
policies will again be indorsed and that ac- 
cordingly there is nothing to fearin the way 
of any radical policy changes on the part 
of the next administration. Consequently 
there is likely to be little halting of business 
from this cause. It is pointed out that in the 
campaign of four years ago there was no 
business contraction or disturbance, so gen- 
eral was the confidence in President Roose- 
velt’s election. The same conditions are ex- 
pected to obtain during the coming campaign. 
One particularly encouraging feature in 
the market outlook is the fact, already made 
clearly apparent, that there is going to be an 
unusual amount of building during the com- 
ing year. The high cost of materials and 
labor, the tight money market and conse- 
quent high interest rates unquestionably cur- 
tailed e largely during the last year. 
The result was that the business and living 
requirements of the city in a building way 
ran abead ofthesupply. In the natural order 
of events it is only natyral that this defi- 
clency should be met to a cohsiderable ex- 
tent, at least, during the coming year, even 
though general conditions are not favorable. 
This is considered a practical certainty, 
bowever, when cheap money and much 
cheaper building materials are injected into 
the situation. as undoubtedly they will he 
Cheaper materials already are here to the 
extent of from 15 to 20 per cent as compared 
with a few months ago. This is shown inthe 
figures made on several large buildings. 


New Building Record Expected. 

The result already is seen in plans for new 
buildings estimated to cost over $80,000,000. * 
In the aggregate it is believed that the bulld- 
ing for the year will set a new record for 
the city. 

The effect of this will be greatly to stimu- 
late the general real estate market, since 
most land purchases are made with the view 
of improving for business, living, or invest- 
ment purposes. 

It thus becomes apparent that, based purely 
on legitimate demands, the real estate mar- 
ket has an exceedingly promising outlook. 
and if, as many believe, a big general invest- 
ment and speculative movement in real 
estate also develops, then there will follow 
a period of activity such as will set a new 
mark for real estate operations in Chicago.
